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Oklahoma death 
toll revised to 24 

MOORE, Oklahoma (AP) — 

The search for survivors and 
the dead was nearly com¬ 
plete Tuesday in the bro¬ 
ken remnants of an Okla¬ 
homa City suburb where a 
massive tornado flattened 
homes and demolished an 
elementary school, the fire 
chief said. Authorities low¬ 
ered the death toll to 24, 
down from 51.

Senate floor expects epic showdown on measure

Fire Chief Gary Bird said 
that he’s “98 percent sure" 
there are no more survivors 
or bodies to recover under 
the rubble in the town of 
Moore. He said every dam¬ 
aged home had been 
searched at least once 
and that he’s hopeful the 
work could be complet¬ 
ed by nightfall Tuesday, 
though heavy rains slowed 
efforts. 

Bird said no additional sur¬ 
vivors or bodies have been 
found since Monday night. 
Authorities initially report¬ 
ed a higher death toll be¬ 
cause some victims were 
apparently counted twice 
in the early chaos of the 
storm, said Amy Elliot, a 
spokeswoman for the state 
medical exominer’s office.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Far- 
reaching legislation to 
grant a chance at citizen¬ 
ship to millions of immigrants 
living illegally in the United 
States cleared the Senate 
Judiciary Committee on a 
solid bipartisan vote Tues¬ 
day night after supporters 
somberly sidestepped a 
controversy over the rights 
of gay spouses. 

The 13-5 vote cleared the 
way for an epic showdown 


on the Senate floor on the 
measure, which is one of 
President Barack Obama’s 
top domestic priorities yet 
also gives the Republican 
Party a chance to recast 
itself as more appealing to 
minorities. 

The committee’s action 
sparked rejoicing from im¬ 
migration activists who 
crowded into a Senate 
committee room to witness 
the proceedings. “Yes, we 
can!” they shouted as they 
clapped rhythmically to 
show their pleasure. 


In addition to creating a 
pathway to citizenship for 
11.5 million immigrants, the 
legislation creates a new 
program for low-skilled for¬ 
eign labor and would per¬ 
mit highly skilled workers 
into the country at far high¬ 
er levels than is currently 
the case.At the same time, 
it requires the government 
to take costly new steps to 
guard against future illegal 
immigration. 

There was suspense to the 
end of the committee's 
deliberations, when Sen. 


Patrick Leahy, the Vermont 
Democrat who serves as 
chairman, sparked a de¬ 
bate over his proposal to 
give same-sex and hetero¬ 
sexual spouses equal rights 
under immigration law. 

“I don’t want to be the 
senator who asks people to 
choose between the love 
of their life and the love 
of their country," he said, 
adding he wanted to hear 
from others on the commit¬ 
tee.

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Soldiers fan across Mexico to protect towns

COALCOMAN, Mexico 
(AP) — Mexico’s top secu¬ 
rity officials promised Tues¬ 
day that a new federal 
offensive to rescue towns 
besieged by the Knights 
Templar drug cartel in 
western Michoacan state 
would stay “until there is 
security and peace for all 
state residents.” 

Interior Secretary Miguel 
Osorio Chong and his na¬ 
tional security team met 
with local officials in the 
state capital of Morelia at 
a time of escalating ten¬ 
sions in Michoacan, where 
communities mistrustful 
of state authorities have 
been creating their own 
vigilante forces for protec¬ 
tion against the cartels. 

But Osorio Chong provided 
few details or an explana¬ 
tion of how sending troops 
to Michoacan would work 
any better than it had in 
the past. Then President 
Felipe Calderon made 
the same move when he 
launched a nationwide of¬ 
fensive against drug car¬ 
tels in late 2006. 

“The difference is the strat¬ 
egy,” Osorio Chong said. 
“There will be a central 
command, close coor¬ 
dination between state 
and federal security ... 
and a system of intelli¬ 
gence that will permit us to 
move forward."tie did not 
answer when a reporter 
asked for specific dollar 
amounts or new programs

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

— The number of Afghan 
women and girls jailed for 
“moral crimes" has risen 
dramatically in the past 18 
months, raising concerns 
that gains in women’s rights 
might be reversed with the 
withdrawal of most interna¬ 
tional troops next year, a 
rights group said Tuesday. 
New York-based Human 
Rights Watch said 600 fe¬ 
males are now detained 
under charges listed as 
moral crimes, a catch-all 


behind the effort. Michoa¬ 
can is the Mexican state 
most visibly dominated by 
a drug cartel. Gunmen in 
vehicles marked only with 
the Knights Templar sym¬ 
bol, a red cross, roam the 
countryside, burning busi¬ 
nesses and homes of any¬ 
one who refuses to pay 
them protection money. 
The cartel has boldly 
marked its territory by build¬ 
ing small roadside chapels 
to “Saint Nazario,” a fallen 
leader of the quasi-religious 


category that covers run¬ 
ning away from home and 
sex outside of marriage. 
The number of females be¬ 
hind bars has jumped by 50 
percent since late 2012, it 
said. 

Many women who report 
rapes to police find them¬ 
selves arrested for adultery, 
and many who flee violent 
abuse or forced marriages 
are jailed for running away 
from home, though that 
is not a crime under Af¬ 
ghan’s criminal code, said 
Phelim Kine, Human Rights 
Watch’s deputy director

The number of women and 
girls jailed for alleged loose 
morals is the highest since 
the ouster of the Muslim fun¬ 
damentalist Taliban regime 
in a U.S.-backed invasion in 
2001, Barr said. The Taliban 
were known for harsh treat¬ 
ment of women under their 
strict interpretation of Islam¬ 
ic law during their five-year 
reign, ordering beatings for 
women failing to wear the 
full-body burqa garment in 
public and banning them 
from leaving their homes 
without a male relative. □ 


Internet cable 
from Cuba to 
Jamaica online

HAVANA (AP) — A new 

branch of the Venezuela- 
to-Cuba undersea fiber¬ 
optic cable has reportedly 
come online, 

linking the island to near¬ 
by Jamaica, increasing 
Cuba’s potential interna¬ 
tional communications 
bandwidth and providing 
a backup for the main line. 
Doug Madory of Internet 
analysis firm Renesys told 
The Associated Press on 
Tuesday that he detected 
new traffic between Cu¬ 
ban state telecom mo¬ 
nopoly Etecsa and Cable 
& Wireless Jamaica begin¬ 
ning May 13. 

“They’re gaining some 
physical diversity there, so 
if something were to hap¬ 
pen to the main segment 
going to Venezuela, then 
they have this backup," 
Madory said. 

The ALBA-1 cable strung 
from Venezuela to Siboney 
beach in eastern Cuba 
went online in January, 
nearly two years after it 
was completed. 

Previously, Cuba, which 
has the lowest online con¬ 
nectivity rates in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, had no 
hard-wired connection 
and relied solely on plod¬ 
ding satellite links. 

It was not clear how much 
the new cable would aug¬ 
ment Internet capacity, 
but island officials have 
boasted in the past that 
the ALBA-1 project would 
bring a 3,000-fold boost. 
“From a technical stand¬ 
point, these are good 
steps to increase their con¬ 
nectivity to the world and 
hopefully one day get off 
of satellite,” Madory said. 
Some of the island’s rare 
high-speed Internet con¬ 
nections have improved 
noticeably, 

though dial-up users have 
seen little appreciable 
gain so far. 

In the wake of the ALBA- 
1 's arrival, analysts and 
the government have said 
Cuba still has much work 
to do building networks to 
deliver that connection to 
end users. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Wind, humidity and rainfall 
combined precisely to cre¬ 
ate Monday’s massive killer 
tornado in Oklahoma. The 
awesome amount of en¬ 
ergy released dwarfed the 
power of the atomic bomb 
that leveled Hiroshima. 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice gave the tornado 
the top-of-the-scale rat¬ 
ing of EF-5 for wind speed 
and breadth and severity 
of damage. Wind speeds 
were estimated at be¬ 
tween 200 mph (320 kph) 
and 210 mph (337 kph). 
Several meteorologists 
contacted by The Associ¬ 
ated Press used real-time 
measurements to calcu¬ 
late the energy released 
during the storm’s life span 
of almost an hour. Their 
estimates ranged from 8 
times to more than 600 
times the power of the Hi¬ 
roshima bomb, with more 
experts at the high end. 
The tornado at some points 
was 1.3 miles (2 kilometers) 
wide, and its path went on 
for 17 miles (27 kilometers) 
and 40 minutes. That’s long 
for a regular tornado but 
not too unusual for such a 
violent one, said research 
meteorologist Harold 
Brooks at the National Se¬ 
vere Storms Laboratory. 
Less than 1 percent of all 
U .S. tornadoes are this 
violent — only about 10 a 
year, he said. 

With the third strong storm 
hitting the suburb of Moore 
in 14 years, some people 
are wondering why. It’s a 
combination of geogra¬ 
phy, meteorology and lots 
of bad luck, experts said. 

If you look at the climate 
history of tornadoes in May, 
you will see they cluster in 
a spot — maybe 100 miles 
(160 kilometers) wide — in 
central Oklahoma “and 
there’s good reason for it,” 
said Adam Houston, me¬ 
teorology professor at the 
University of Nebraska, Lin¬ 
coln. That’s the spot where 
the weather conditions of 
warm, moist air and strong 
wind shear needed for tor¬ 
nadoes combine in just the 
right balance.□

Downed communication 
lines and problems sharing 
information with officers 
exacerbated the problem, 
she said. 

The death toll included at 
least nine children. More 
than 200 people were 
treated at area hospitals. 
“We will rebuild and we will 
regain our strength,” said 
Gov. Mary Fallin, who went 


on a flyover of the area 
and described it as “hard 
to look at.” 

The ferocious storm, clock¬ 
ing winds of up to 200 mph 
(320 kph), reduced homes 
to piles of splintered wood 
in Moore, a town in a cen¬ 
tral U.S. region known as 
Tornado Alley. Less than 1 
percent of all tornadoes 
reach such wind speed. 
The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said the tornado was 
an EF-5 on the enhanced 
Fujita scale, the most pow¬ 
erful type of twister. It was 
the first EF-5 tornado of 
2013, said spokeswoman 
Keli Pirtle. 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama pledged 


urgent government help. 
“In an instant, neighbor¬ 
hoods were destroyed, 
dozens of people lost their 
lives, many more were 
injured,” Obama said. 
“Among the victims were 
young children trying to 
take shelter in the safest 
place they knew — their 
school.” 

The storm left scores of 
blocks barren and dark in 
Moore, a community of 


41,000 people 10 miles (16 
kilometers) south of Okla¬ 
homa City. 

New search-and-rescue 
teams moved at dawn 
Tuesday, taking over from 
the 200 or so emergency 
responders who worked all 
night. A helicopter shined 
a spotlight from above to 
aid in the search. 

Other search-and-rescue 
teams focused their efforts 
at Plaza Towers Elementa¬ 
ry, where the storm ripped 
off the roof, knocked down 
walls and turned the play¬ 
ground into a mass of 
twisted plastic and metal 
as students and teachers 
huddled in hallways and 
bathrooms. 


Seven of the nine dead 
children were killed at the 
school, but several students 
were pulled alive from un¬ 
der a collapsed wall and 
other heaps of mangled 
debris. Rescue workers 
passed the survivors down 
a human chain of parents 
and neighborhood volun¬ 
teers. Parents carried chil¬ 
dren in their arms to a tri¬ 
age center in the parking 
lot. Some students looked 


dazed, others terrified. 
After hearing that the tor¬ 
nado was headed toward 
another school called Bri- 
arwood Elementary, Da¬ 
vid Wheeler left work and 
drove 100 mph (160 kph) 
through blinding rain and 
gusting wind to find his 
8-year-old son, Gabriel. 
When he got there, “it was 
like the earth was wiped 
clean, like the grass was 
just sheared off," Wheeler 
said. 

Eventually, he found Ga¬ 
briel, sitting with the teach¬ 
er who had protected 
him. His back was cut and 
bruised and gravel was 
embedded in his head — 
but he was alive. 


As the tornado ap¬ 
proached, students at Bri- 
arwood were initially sent 
to the halls, but a third- 
grade teacher — whom 
Wheeler identified as Julie 
Simon — thought it didn’t 
look safe and so ushered 
the children into a closet, 
he said. 

The teacher shielded Ga¬ 
briel with her arms and held 
him down as the tornado 
collapsed the roof and 


starting lifting students up¬ 
ward with a pull so strong 
that it sucked the glasses 
off their faces, Wheeler 
said. 

“She saved their lives by 
putting them in a closet 
and holding their heads 
down,” Wheeler said. 
Oklahoma has reinforced 
tornado shelters in more 
than 100 schools across 
the state, but the two that 
were in Moore did not 
have them, said Albert 
Ashwood, director of the 
Oklahoma Department of 
Emergency Management. 
He said a shelter would 
not necessarily have saved 
more lives at Plaza Towers 
Elementary. □

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CEO denies Apple is avoiding taxes

WASHINGTON - Facing 
down blistering criticism on 
Capitol Hill that Apple side¬ 
stepped billions of dollars 
in taxes, the company’s 
chief executive, Timothy D. 
Cook, carefully defended 
Apple’s record Tuesday, 
rejecting any suggestion of 
misconduct but avoiding 
clashes with skeptical leg¬ 
islators. 

“It’s important to tell our

US Poll: 

Teens migrating to Twitter

WASHINGTON (AP) — Twit¬ 
ter is booming as a social 
media destination for teen¬ 
agers who complain about 
too many adults and too 
much drama on Face- 
book, according to a new 
study published Tuesday 
about online behavior. It 
said teens are sharing more 
personal information about 
themselves even as they try 
to protect their online repu¬ 
tations. 

Teens told research¬ 
ers there were too many 
adults on Facebook and 
too much sharing of teen¬ 
age angst and inane de¬ 
tails like what a friend ate 
for dinner. 

“The key is that there are 
fewer adults, fewer parents 
and just simply less com¬ 
plexity," said Amanda Len- 
hart of the Pew Research 
Center, one of the study’s 
authors. “They still have 
their Facebook profiles, 
but they spend less time on 
them and move to places 
like Twitter, Instagram and 
Tumblr.” 

In the poll, 94 percent of 
teens who are social me¬ 
dia users have a profile on 
Facebook — flat from the 
previous year. Twenty-six 
percent of teen social me¬ 
dia users were on Twitter. 
That’s more than double 
the figure in 2011 of 12 per¬ 
cent. 

“Facebook just really seems 
to have more drama," said 


16-year-old Jaime Esquivel 
in an interview. 

Esquivel said he still checks 
his Facebook account 
daily but isn’t using it as 
regularly as in the past. He 
sees teens complaining 
on Twitter, too, so Esquivel 
has been using the pho¬ 
to-sharing service Insta¬ 
gram more often, posting 
a couple of pictures each 
day and communicat¬ 
ing with friends. Facebook 
purchased Instagram last 
year. 

In what may be a con¬ 
cern to parents, more than 
60 percent of the teens 
with Twitter accounts said 
their tweets were public, 
meaning anyone on Twit¬ 
ter — friend, foe or stranger 
— can see what they write 
and publish. About one- 
quarter of kids said their 
tweets were private and 12 
percent said they did not 
know whether their tweets 
were public or private. 
Teens are also sharing 
much more than in the 
past. 

More than 90 percent of 
teen social media users 
said they have posted a 
picture of themselves — up 
from 79 percent in 2006, 
the poll said. Seven in ten 
disclose the city or town 
where they live, up from 
about 60 percent over the 
same time period. And 20 
percent disclose their cell 
phone number— up sharp¬ 
ly from a mere two percent 
in 2006.□

Convicted for murder. Arias

Jodi Arias’s statement con¬ 
tradicted what she told a 
TV reporter minutes after 
her conviction for first-de¬ 
gree murder: She would 
rather be executed than 
spend the rest of her life 
in prison. On Tuesday, she 
said she “lacked perspec¬ 
tive” when she said that. 
Her boyfriend, Travis Alex¬ 
ander, suffered nearly 30 
knife wounds, his throat 
was slit from ear to ear, 
and he was shot in the fore¬ 
head. Arias then dragged 
him into his shower, where 
his decomposed body was 
found days later. 

Jurors deciding whether 
Arias should be sentenced 
to life in prison or execution 
adjourned for the day Tues¬ 


day evening. Deliberations 
were scheduled to resume 
Wednesday at 10 a.m. lo¬ 
cal time. 

Arias, 32, initially said she 
knew nothing about the 
June 2008 killing. Then she 
blamed masked intruders 
before eventually settling 
on self-defense. Prosecu¬ 
tors said she killed Alexan¬ 
der in a jealous rage be¬ 
cause he wanted to end 
their relationship and go to 
Mexico with another wom¬ 
an. 

Arias has said the attack 
was a defense against do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

“This is the worst mistake of 
my life. It’s the worst thing 
I’ve ever done," she said 
Tuesday. 

She said she planned to use 
her time in prison to bring 
about positive changes, 
including donating her 
hair to be made into wigs 
for cancer victims, helping 
recycle trash and design¬ 
ing T-shirts that would raise 
money for victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse.□

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Gay US teen charged for underage girlfriend

MIAMI (AP) — An 18-year- 
old girl is facing felony 
charges that she had sexu¬ 
al contact with her under¬ 
age, 14-year-old girlfriend, 
leading gay rights advo¬ 
cates to say the teen is 
being unfairly targeted for 
a common high school ro¬ 
mance because she's gay. 
The criminal case against 
Kaitlyn Hunt is unusual be¬ 
cause it involves two fe¬ 
males, not an older male 
and a younger female. 
But advocates say older 
high schoolers dating their 
younger counterparts is an 
innocuous, everyday oc¬ 
currence that is not pros¬ 
ecuted — regardless of 
sexual orientation — and 
not a crime on par with 
predatory sex offenses. 
Hunt played on the basket¬ 
ball team with her younger 
girlfriend and shared the 
same circle of friends, said 
Hunt's mother, Kelley Hunt 
Smith. The two had a con¬ 
senting relationship that 
began soon after Kaitlyn 
Hunt turned 18, and Hunt 
Smith said she assumed 
the younger girl’s parents 
knew that. 


But Hunt was kicked off the 
basketball team near the 
end of last year after the 
coach learned of the re¬ 
lationship because players 
were not allowed to date 
each other, her parents 
said. Then, in February, she 
was charged with lewd 
and lascivious battery on a 
child 12 to 16. The day be¬ 
fore she was arrested, po¬ 
lice and the younger girl’s 
parents secretly recorded 
a phone conversation in 
which the two girls dis¬ 
cussed kissing in the school 
bathroom, said Hunt’s fa¬ 
ther, Steve Hunt. 

“It’s horrible. For my daugh¬ 
ter’s sexual preferences, 
she’s getting two felony 
charges. It could possibly 
ruin her future,” Steve Hunt 
told The Associated Press 
in a phone interview Tues¬ 
day. 

The alleged victim is iden¬ 
tified only by her initials in 
court documents, and her 
parents have not been 
publicly identified. The AP 
does not identify alleged 
victims of sex crimes. 

Kaitlyn Hunt, who hopes to 
become a nurse, declined 
to be interviewed and is 
scared, her father said. 


However, the family has 
received support from all 
over the world, with mes¬ 
sages coming from as far 
away as New Zealand, the 
Netherlands and Canada, 
Steve Hunt said. He said 
he reads them to her to 
keep her spirits up, but she 
feels like she has let every¬ 
one down, he said through 
tears. 

Prosecutors have offered 
a plea deal to Kaitlyn 
Hunt that would allow her 
to avoid registering as a 
sex offender if she pleads 
guilty to lesser charges of 
child abuse. 

State Attorney Bruce 
Colton said he would rec¬ 
ommend two years of 
house arrest followed by 
one year probation if she 
takes the deal. 

If she is found guilty, it’s also 
possible that Hunt could 
apply to not have to regis¬ 
ter as a sex offender under 
a “Romeo and Juliet" law 
because the girls were no 
more than four years apart 
in age, Colton said. 

Colton said the victim’s 
family is not pushing for 
prison but wants Kaitlyn 
Hunt to be held responsible 
in some way.Q

Massive search underway for 
abducted teen in rural Iowa

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

A 15-year-old central Iowa 
girl who was abducted af¬ 
ter getting off her school 
bus was still missing Tues¬ 
day, and authorities said a 
massive search was under¬ 
way. Meanwhile, the Iowa 
Division of Criminal Investi¬ 
gation said the man who 
is suspected of taking her 
and another girl commit¬ 
ted suicide. 

Dozens of federal, state 
and local law enforce¬ 
ment officials are search¬ 
ing by air, land and water 
for Kathlynn Shepard. She 
and a 12-year-old girl, who 
are friends, were taken 
Monday afternoon shortly 
after stepping off a school 
bus in Dayton, about 60 
miles north of Des Moines. 
The younger girl, who was 
later able to escape, told 
authorities the girls had 


accepted a ride from a 
stranger. 

DCI Special Agent Bill Ki- 
etzman said Tuesday that 
the body of 42-year-old 
suspect Michael Klunder 
was found Monday night 
with a red Toyota Tundra 
pickup at a rural property 
northeast of Dayton. 
Kietzman said authorities 
have begun focusing their 
search for Kathlynn to lo¬ 
cations within 20 miles of 
Dayton, including Klun- 
der’s residence. Previously, 
the search covered up to 
100 square miles of mostly 
rural areas. 

Authorities have also coor¬ 
dinated with the FBI to up¬ 
date electronic billboards 
around the state with infor¬ 
mation about the search. 
Kietzman would not elab¬ 
orate on the likelihood 
of finding Kathlynn alive, 
though he remained 
optimistic.□

Carson’s shooting came 
after other attacks fueled 
by anti-gay anger in recent 
weeks, authorities said. 

On Monday, Carson’s kill¬ 
ing drew thousands of 
people to the scene of the 
crime for a march intended 
to restore a sense of safety. 
Among those leading the 
march was Christine Quinn, 
the city’s first openly gay 
City Council speaker.

There was no indication 
that the two most recent 
reports were related to 
Monday’s march, he add¬ 
ed. 

At a police headquarters 
briefing. Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg called the vio¬ 
lence deplorable. 

“We are a place that cel¬ 
ebrates diversity, a place 
where people from around 
the world come to live free 
of prejudice and perse¬ 
cution, and hate crimes 
like these are an offense 
against all we stand for as 
a city,” the mayor said.Q 


NEW YORK (AP) — New 

York City authorities said 
two more possible anti¬ 
gay attacks have been 
reported, just hours after 
residents rallied in response 
to gay-bashing that has 
left one person dead and 
raised concern about hate 
crimes.

election overseers re¬ 
moved potential wild¬ 
card candidates from the 
presidential race Tuesday, 
blocking a top aide of out¬ 
going President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad and a for¬ 
mer president who revived 
hopes of reformers. 

Their exclusion from the 
June 14 presidential ballot 
gives establishment-friend¬ 
ly candidates a clear path 
to succeed Ahmadinejad, 
who has lost favor with the 
ruling clerics after years 
of power struggles.

Troops in Sinai mistakenly hit funeral

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian 
troops and police mistak¬ 
enly fired on a Bedouin fu¬ 
neral in the Sinai Peninsula 
on Tuesday, security offi¬ 
cials said, in the opening 
salvo of a sweep search¬ 
ing for security personnel 
kidnapped by suspected 
militants. 

The incident illustrated the 
hazards of the military op¬ 
erations prompted by the 
kidnapping last week. A 
heavy handed attempt 
to free the captives risks 
bringing a backlash in Si¬ 
nai, where resentments 
among the local popula¬ 
tion against past security 
crackdowns have fueled 
the rise of militancy in the 


volatile peninsula border¬ 
ing Gaza and Israel. 

Faced with anger among 
the public and within the 
security forces over the 
kidnappings, President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi has said all 
options are on the table for 
securing the release of the 
seven captives and that 
the presidency is not nego¬ 
tiating with the kidnappers. 
On Tuesday, Interior Min¬ 
ister Mohammed Ibrahim 
said the zero hour for an 
operation against the kid¬ 
nappers has not yet been 
decided particularly since 
they are well armed, with 
anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
missiles. He spoke to the 
state news agency MENA. 
Calls for a tough response 
have been fueled by a 


video released this week 
on YouTube showing the 
captives blindfolded and 
pleading for Morsi and his 
defense minister to meet 
the kidnappers’ demands 
for the release of scores 
of prisoners from the Sinai, 
including convicted mili¬ 
tants. The captives include 
six members of the security 
forces and a military border 
guard. 

But multiple officials have 
said mediators have been 
in contact with the kidnap¬ 
pers exploring possibilities 
for their release. Islamist al¬ 
lies of Morsi — who have 
connections to militants in 
the Sinai — have urged a 
negotiated solution.

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France shocked by suicide 
at Notre Dame Cathedral

PARIS (AP) — Some 1,500 
visitors were cleared out 
of Notre Dame Cathedral 
in Paris after a man put a 
letter on the altar of the 
850-year-old monument 
Tuesday, pulled out a gun 
and shot himself in the 
head. It's the first suicide in 
decades at the landmark 
site, Monsignor Patrick Jac- 
quin, the cathedral’s rec¬ 
tor, told The Associated 
Press. “It’s unfortunate, it’s 
dramatic, it’s shocking,” 
Jacquin said. The motives 
for the suicide, and the 
contents of the man’s let¬ 
ter, were unclear. 

The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice identified the man as 
78-year-old Dominique 
Venner. 

Venner’s blog describes 
him as a historian and es¬ 
sayist, and includes de¬ 
scription of his involvement 
in the campaign against 
France’s new law authoriz¬ 
ing gay marriage. In some 
posts he criticizes “massive 
immigration” and what he 
describes as encroaching 
Islam; others include histori¬ 
cal analysis of revolution or 
American-European rela¬ 
tions. 


It says he fought with 
French forces against Alge¬ 
rian independence fighters 
a half-century ago in a war 
that ended with France los¬ 
ing its most prized colony. 
Police ushered people out 
of the cathedral after the 
shooting, Interior Minister 
Manuel Vails told reporters 
from the grand stone pla¬ 
za in front of Notre Dame. 
“We call for compassion," 
he said. “Notre Dame is 
the cathedral of Paris, one 
of the capital’s — and the 
country’s — most beautiful 
monuments, so we realize 
how symbolic this event 
truly is.” 

It’s highly unusual for the 
cathedral, visited by some 
13 million people from 
around the world every 
year, to be evacuated. 
Police, the Paris prosecu¬ 
tor and church employ¬ 
ees gathered inside the 
cathedral, while puzzled 
tourists crowded outside 
on the island in the Seine 
River that has been home 
to the cathedral since the 
12th century. The cathe¬ 
dral reopened for an eve¬ 
ning service that church 
officials said would include 
a prayer for the man who 
committed suicide and 
other struggling souls.□ 


Gay marriage bill clears 
UK House of Commons 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
Plouse of Commons has 
passed a bill to legalize 
same-sex marriage in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

The legislation, backed by 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron, passed by a vote of 
366 to 161 on Tuesday. 

The bill will now move to 
the Plouse of Lords, whose 
approval is also required. 
Members there are expect¬ 
ed to hold their first debate 


in July. If approved, the law 
is expected to take effect 
in 2015, and enable same- 
sex couples to get married 
in both civil and religious 
ceremonies, provided the 
religious institution they 
choose consents. 

Such a law also would al¬ 
low couples who had 
previously entered into a 
civil partnership to con¬ 
vert their relationship to a 
marriage. □

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Afghanistan: 

Deadly 24 hours leave 14 police dead

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

— A coordinated Taliban 
assault on checkpoints in 
southern Afghanistan killed 
four police before a coun¬ 
terattack drove the insur¬ 
gents back, Afghan offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday. Also, at 
least 10 other police died 
in two attacks in the coun¬ 
try’s west. 

The deadly 24 hours came 
during a crucial season of 
fighting that is testing the 
abilities of Afghan secu¬ 
rity forces as international 
troops increasingly draw 
back, preparing for with¬ 
drawal of most foreign 
soldiers by the end of next 
year. 

The fierce battle in 
Helmand province started 
two nights ago. Omar Za- 
wak, spokesman for the 
provincial governor, said 
about 500 insurgents at¬ 
tacked multiple police 
checkpoints from several 
directions. A NATO offi¬ 
cial said that number was 
greatly overstated, and 
the Taliban agreed. 
Fighting raged for more 
than a day in the hotly con¬ 
tested Sangin district be¬ 
fore police reinforcements 
arrived from the provincial 
capital, Lashkar Gar. Po¬ 
lice were finally able to 
beat back the insurgents 
by Tuesday morning, Za- 
wak said. He said four po¬ 
lice were killed and seven 
wounded, while 26 Taliban 
were killed, though gov¬ 
ernment forces recovered 
only three enemy bodies. 
The Taliban claimed on 
Monday night that they 
had seized six of the check¬ 
points. By Tuesday after¬ 
noon, insurgent spokes¬ 
man Qari Yousef Ahmadi 
was no longer making that 
claim but said that the 
fighting was not yet over. 


Government spokesman 
Zawak portrayed the suc¬ 
cessful defense as showing 
the strength of the Afghan 
forces, though both the 
Taliban and the U.S.-led 
military coalition down¬ 
played the size of the at¬ 
tacking force. 

The international force “is 
not seeing anywhere near 
the reported 500-1,000 in¬ 
surgents," coalition spokes¬ 
man Col. Thomas Collins 
said. “Our reporting shows 


there were about 10 groups 
of four or five fighters each 
doing drive-by shootings 
against five police check¬ 
points. Local Afghan se¬ 
curity forces called for (Af¬ 
ghan) reinforcements, and 
none of the checkpoints 
were overrun.” 

The Taliban’s Ahmadi said 
the attacking force num¬ 
bered less than 100. 

“Five hundred Taliban can 
attack all of Helmand prov¬ 


ince. We don’t need 500 
Taliban to attack only one 
district,” he said by tele¬ 
phone Tuesday afternoon. 
He said the insurgents killed 
10 police and lost four of 
their own fighters. 

In recent months, the Tal¬ 
iban have launched a 
fierce offensive against the 
Afghan government they 
want to overthrow, un¬ 
leashing a wave of assas¬ 
sinations and bombings. 
Insurgents have also been 


attacking police positions 
around the country, seek¬ 
ing to seize territory. Their 
aim is to weaken the gov¬ 
ernment ahead of the pull¬ 
out of most international 
troops from the country by 
the end of next year. 
Afghan security forces 
have been increasingly 
taking the lead in fighting 
insurgents, and the current 
fighting season, called the 
Taliban’s annual spring of¬ 


fensive, is seen as a cru¬ 
cial test of their capabili¬ 
ties without foreign soldiers 
fighting alongside them. 

In the western province of 
Herat, a powerful roadside 
bomb killed six policemen 
Tuesday morning. Their ve¬ 
hicle hit the explosives bur¬ 
ied in the road, an Afghan 
official said. 

The explosion was so strong 
that the police truck was 
destroyed in the blast, Dis¬ 
trict Police Chief Sher Agha 


said, and there were no 
survivors. Also in the west, a 
gunman in Farah province 
opened fire Monday at 
another police outpost, kill¬ 
ing four officers. Provincial 
government spokesman 
Abdul Rahman Zhwandai 
said a Taliban spy posing 
as a friend of one of the 
officers killed the four and 
wounded two others at the 
checkpoint in Bala Buluk 
district.□ 


Contamination 
reported from 
China rice mills 

BEIJING (AP) — Authorities 
are investigating rice mills 
in southern China following 
tests that found almost half 
of the staple grain in one 
of the country's largest cit¬ 
ies was contaminated with 
a toxic metal. The mills in 
Hunan province's Youxian 
county were ordered to 
suspend business and recall 
their products after samples 
showed excessive levels of 
cadmium, according to on 
official notice issued Tues¬ 
day by the county govern¬ 
ment. It said the mills had 
been operating legally and 
sourced their rice from lo¬ 
cal farmers. The announce¬ 
ment followed reports over 
the weekend that govern¬ 
ment inspectors discovered 
that 44.4 percent of rice 
and rice products tested 
this year in the southern city 
of Guangzhou in Guang¬ 
dong province showed 
high levels of cadmium. The 
carcinogenic metal can se¬ 
riously damage the kidneys 
and cause other health 
problems. Hunan is a heav¬ 
ily agricultural province that 
borders on Guangdong, 
although it wasn't clear if 
there was a direct connec¬ 
tion between the mills and 
Guangzhou's tainted rice. 
While investigations are 
continuing, cadmium is be¬ 
lieved to have entered the 
rice from soil polluted with 
heavy metals. Air and soil 
pollution are chronic prob¬ 
lems in China, caused by 
poor regulation of industrial 
emissions and heavy de¬ 
pendence on coal to gen¬ 
erate electricity. 

China's food supply also 
suffers from deliberate fak¬ 
ing or adulterating by un¬ 
scrupulous operators, lead¬ 
ing to occasional public 
panic over products from 
infant formula to cooking oil 
and a deep lack of trust in 
the government's ability to 
ensure food safety.□

Philippines protests Chinese warship’s presence

CAVITE, Philippines (AP) — 

The Philippines has protest¬ 
ed the presence of a Chi¬ 
nese warship, two surveil¬ 
lance vessels and fishing 
boats off a shoal occupied 
by its military in the disput¬ 
ed Spratly Islands, in the 
latest territorial squabble 
between the Asian coun¬ 
tries, officials said Tuesday. 
President Benigno Aquino 
III warned, meanwhile, 
that the Philippines is ready 
to fight back against any 
threat and announced 
plans to buy more war¬ 
ships and aircraft for its ill- 
equipped military, includ¬ 
ing anti-submarine attack 
helicopters. 

“Our message to the 
whole world is clear: what 
belongs to the Philippines 
belongs to the Philippines,” 
Aquino said in a speech 
at a naval base in Cavite 
province south of Manila. 
“We can fight back and 
defend ourselves every 
time somebody will threat¬ 
en us right in our own home 
ground."Department of 
Foreign Affairs spokesman 
Raul Hernandez said the 
Philippines denounced the 
“provocative and illegal 
presence” of Beijing’s ships 
off Ayungin Shoal in the 
South China Sea, adding

the area is “an integral part 
of our national territory.” 
“The Philippines calls on 
China to respect sovereign 
rights and jurisdiction,” he 
said. 

Chinese diplomats did not 
immediately react to the 
protest, which Hernandez 
said was filed two weeks 
ago at the Chinese Em¬ 
bassy in Manila. 

The shoal, 196 kilometers 
(122 miles) from the south¬ 
western Philippine prov¬ 
ince of Palawan, is guard¬ 
ed by a Filipino marine unit 
based in a rusty warship 


that ran aground on a cor¬ 
al outcrop several years 
ago. The shoal lies near 
Mischief Reef, which the 
Philippines has claimed but 
was occupied by China in 
1995, sparking intense pro¬ 
tests from Manila. 

By allowing fishermen in 
several boats to fish off the 
shoal, China has violated 
the U.N. Convention on 
the Law of the Sea, which 
grants coastal states exclu¬ 
sive right to exploit marine 
resources in waters within 
370 kilometers (200 nauti¬ 
cal miles) of their coast, 
Hernandez said. 

It’s the latest territorial rift 
between the Asian coun¬ 
tries, which also are locked 
in other long-simmering 
disputes in the South Chi¬ 


na Sea. Brunei, Malaysia, 
Taiwan and Vietnam also 
claim parts of the Sprat¬ 
lys, a chain of islands, islets 
and reefs. Defense Secre¬ 
tary Voltaire Gazmin said 
another protest might be 
lodged if authorities con¬ 
firm that two ships which 
chased a Philippine offi¬ 
cial’s ferry boat last week 
near Ayungin Shoal were 
Chinese government ves¬ 
sels. Eugenio Bito-onon, 
mayor of a chain of Phil- 
ippine-occupied islands in 
the Spratlys, said he was 
traveling with 178 crew¬ 
men and companions 
on a boat to Palawan at 
night last week when two 
unidentified ships chased 
them away from Ayungin.

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Cuba lifts ban on energy-hogging appliances

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba has 
authorized individual im¬ 
ports of appliances such as 
air conditioners, refrigera¬ 
tors and microwave ovens, 
lifting a ban imposed in 
2005 amid a wave of en¬ 
ergy shortages and black¬ 
outs. 

Islanders can now bring up 
to two such appliances per 
person into the country for 
noncommercial purposes, 
according to a law en¬ 
acted with its publication 
Monday in the Official Ga¬ 
zette. The list of approved 
items includes air condi¬ 
tioners with a capacity of 
less than 1 ton, ovens that 
consume less than 1,500 
watts and microwaves un¬ 
der 2,000 watts. 

The change could strain 
even further the already- 
overstuffed cargo holds of 
flights from places like Mi¬ 
ami, Ecuador and Panama 
to Havana. Cuba-bound 
travelers who routinely 
check bulky bundles and 
multiple plasma-screen 
TVs will now start thinking 
about things like air condi¬ 
tioners, chest freezers, mi¬ 


crowaves and ovens. 

Even accounting for im¬ 
port taxes, it will often be 
cheaper to bring those 
items in from abroad than 
to pay for them in state-run 


hard-currency stores where 
the markup is said to be 
around triple as a rule of 
thumb. 

In one shop in Old Havana 
on Friday, for example, a 


Hamilton Beach sandwich 
maker that lists for $29.99 
on the company’s website 
was on sale for the equiva¬ 
lent of $94.40.

Guyana debates whether to allow cross-dressing

GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — Guyana’s chief 
judge is holding hearings 
on whether to eliminate a 
colonial-era law that pro¬ 
hibits cross-dressing in the 
conservative South Ameri¬ 
can country. 

The case was filed by a lo¬ 
cal gay rights group follow¬ 
ing a 2009 conviction and 
minor fines imposed on sev¬ 
en of its members. 

“The law is plainly at odds 
with the ethos and provi¬ 
sions of the Guyana con¬ 


stitution, which states that 
it is committed to eliminat¬ 
ing every form of discrimi¬ 
nation,” spokesman Seon 
Clarke with the Society 
Against Sexual Orientation 
Discrimination said Tues¬ 
day. 

The first hearing on the 
case was held this month, 
and additional hearings 
are scheduled for June, 
with Chief Justice Ian 
Chang expected to hear 
arguments for and against 
cross-dressing. 

Clarke accused police of¬ 
ficers of randomly applying 


the 1893 law while on pa¬ 
trol. 

The law forbids males to 
wear female attire and fe¬ 
males to wear male attire 
in public or for an improper 
purpose. 

“How can we still have 
these laws today? They are 
used to harass a particular 
set of Guyanese, and it is 
not right,” Clarke said. “All 
the lawyers in court today 
wore in gowns that looked 
very much like dresses. 
Shouldn’t they be charged 
too?" 

Pastor Colin Edghill, of Guy¬ 


ana’s Church of God, said 
he and his followers support 
the current law. 

“We oppose such a life¬ 
style and any changes to 
the law,” he said. “It is not 
in keeping with the scrip¬ 
tures.” 

Guyana officials who at¬ 
tend an annual United Na¬ 
tions conference on human 
rights issues have promised 
to review the laws, but no 
action has been taken so 
far in large part because 
of strong opposition from 
Christian, Hindu and Muslim 
groups.□ 


in Cuba are very high. No¬ 
body has enough to buy 
something like that,” said 
Maria Rosas, a 42-year- 
old office worker who 
added that she makes 
about $12.50 a month. “I 
see things like a blender, 
a sandwich maker or one 
of those steam irons, and 
I’d like to have them, but I 
can’t afford to.” 

Rosas’ salary is low even for 
Cuba, where government 
wages average around 
$20 a month. The socialist 
system greatly subsidizes 
a number of basic staples 
and housing, however, 
along with distributing ra¬ 
tion cards that cover part 
of islanders’ nutritional 
needs and offering free 
health care and educa¬ 
tion. 

Cubans often make do 
by running something on 
the side, be it a legitimate 
small business opened up 
under President Raul Cas¬ 
tro’s recent economic re¬ 
form program, or by offer¬ 
ing black-market services 
or goods pilfered from 
state enterprises. 

Others gain access to hard 
currency through tourism- 
sector jobs or by working 
for foreign companies, 
and just about everyone 
has a relative in Florida or 
elsewhere who’s a poten¬ 
tial source of remittances. 
The new rules on importing 
appliances would seem 
to benefit most the few- 
but-increasing number of 
Cubans who are traveling 
abroad, said Roberto For¬ 
tin, a 45-year-old indepen¬ 
dent worker. 

Some predicted that as is 
already happening with 
television sets, computers 
and other high-ticket items, 
those travelers will often 
bring in the maximum al¬ 
lowed, and sell at a hefty 
profit while still undercut¬ 
ting the state-run stores.Q

City, which is owned by 
Sheik Mansour bin Zayed 
bin Sultan Al Nahyan of 
Abu Dhabi, will be the ma¬ 
jority owner of the team. 
The venture is being 
launched by City amid 
difficulties in England after 
the team failed to win a 
trophy in the 2012-13 sea¬ 
son, leading to manager 
Roberto Mancini being 
fired. 


Soriano said it wasn’t a 
mistake to award Mancini 
a new five-year contract 
after City won the Premier 
League title in May 2012, 
ending the team’s 44-year 
English title drought. 

“We don’t think we are un¬ 
der any instability,” Soriano 
said. “We are changing 
the manager as it happens 
in other clubs. We feel con¬ 
fident that we will have a 
good manager and a very 
good team next year. And I 


don’t think anybody made 
a mistake on this. It’s just, 
as normally as it happens 
in football, time to change 
for the good.” 

City is in need of new rev¬ 
enue streams to help com¬ 
ply with UEFA’s Financial 
Fair Play rules, which are 
designed to curtail over¬ 
spending by wealthy own¬ 
ers and require clubs to 
eventually break even on 
football-related activities. 
But heavy spending led to

Last week in Rome, Mur¬ 
ray took a long injury break 
early in the second set 
against Granollers, get¬ 
ting his left thigh and lower 
back massaged.

IVREA, Italy (AP) — Benat

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Golf adopts rule to ban anchored putting stroke

Golf’s governing bodies 
approved a new rule Tues¬ 
day that outlaws the put¬ 
ting stroke used by four of 
the last six major champi¬ 
ons, going against two ma¬ 
jor golf organizations that 
argued long putters are 
not hurting the game. 

The Royal & Ancient Golf 
Club and U.S. Golf Associa¬ 
tion said Rule 14-lb would 
take effect in 2016. 

“We recognize this has 
been a divisive issue, but af¬ 
ter thorough consideration, 
we remain convinced that 
this is the right decision for 
golf,” R&A chief executive 
Peter Dawson said. The 
new rule does not ban the 
long putters, only the way 
they commonly are used. 
Golfers no longer will be 
able to anchor the club 
against their bodies to cre¬ 
ate the effect of a hinge. 
Masters champion Adam 
Scott used a long putter he 
pressed against his chest. 
British Open champion 
Ernie Els and U.S. Open 
champion Webb Simpson 
used a belly putter, as did 
Keegan Bradley in the 2011 
PGA Championship. 

“We strongly believe that 
this rule is for the better¬ 
ment of the game,” USGA 
president Glen Nager said. 
“Rule 14-lb protects one 
of the important challeng¬ 
es in the game — the free 
swing of the entire club.” 
The announcement fol¬ 
lowed six months of con¬ 
tentious debate, and it 


might not be over. 

The next step is for the PGA 
Tour to follow along with 
the new rule or decide to 
establish its own condition 
of competition that would 
allow players to anchor 
the long putters. PGA Tour 
commissioner Tim Finchem 
said in February that the 
USGA and R&A “would 
be making a mistake” to 
adopt the rule, though he 
also has stressed the im¬ 
portance of golf playing 
under one set of rules. 
Some forms of anchoring 
have been around at least 
40 years, and old photo¬ 
graphs suggest it has been 
used even longer. It wasn’t 
until after Bradley became 
the first major champion 
to use a belly putter than 
the USGA and R&A said it 
would take a new look at 
the putting style. 

“It can never be too late to 
do the right thing,” Nager 
said. 

Those in favor of anchored 
putting argued that none 
of the top 20 players in the 
PGA Tour’s most reliable 
putting statistic used a long 
putter, and if it was such 
an advantage, why wasn’t 
everyone using it? 
“Intentionally securing one 
end of the club against the 
body, and creating a point 
of physical attachment 
around which the club is 
swung, is a substantial de¬ 
parture from that tradition¬ 
al free swing,” Nager said. 
“Anchoring creates poten¬ 
tial advantages, such as 
making the stroke simpler 


and more repeatable, re¬ 
stricting the movement 
and rotation of the hands, 
arms and clubface, creat¬ 
ing a fixed pivot point, and 
creating extra support and 
stability that may diminish 
the effects of nerves and 
pressure."The governing 
bodies announced the 
proposed new rule on Nov. 
28, even though they had 


no statistical data to show 
an advantage. What con¬ 
cerned them more was a 
spike in usage on the PGA 
Tour, more junior golfers us¬ 
ing the long putters and 
comments from instructors 
that it was a better way to 
putt. There was concern 
that the conventional put¬ 
ter would become obso¬ 
lete over time. 


The purpose of the new rule 
was simply to define what 
a putting stroke should be. 
“The playing rules are not 
based on statistical stud¬ 
ies,” Nager said. “They are 
based on judgments that 
define the game and its 
intended challenge. One 
of those challenges is to 
control the entire club, and 
anchoring alters that chal¬ 
lenge.” 

The topic was so sensi¬ 
tive that the USGA and 
R&A allowed for a 90-day 
comment period, an un¬ 
precedented move for 
the groups that set the 
rules of golf. The sharpest 
comments came from Ted 
Bishop, serving a two-year 
term as president of the 
PGA of America, saying his 
group found “no logical 
reason” for the ban. 
Among those who spoke in 
favor of the fan were Tiger 
Woods, Brandt Snedeker 
and Steve Strieker. 

“I’ve always felt that in golf 
you should have to swing 
the club, control your 
nerves and swing all 14 
clubs, not just 13,” Woods 
said on Monday. 

Tim Clark and Carl Petters- 
son have used the long 
putter as long as they have 
been on the PGA Tour. 
Scott only switched to the 
broom-handle putter in 
2011, and he began con¬ 
tending in majors for the 
first time — tied for third in 
2011 Masters, runner-up 
at the 2012 British Open, 
his first major victory in the 
Masters last month. □

CHARLOTTE, North Carolina 
(AP) — Charlotte Bobcats 
owner Michael Jordan is 
changing his team’s name 
to the Hornets, said a per¬ 
son familiar with the situa- 
tion.The person said Jordan 
will detail the timetable for 
the change to be complet¬ 
ed at a news conference 
the Bobcats have sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday. The per¬ 
son spoke to The Associat¬ 
ed Press Monday on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 


the name change has not 
been publicly announced. 
NBA deputy commissioner 
Adam Silver previously said 
it would take “about 18 
months" for the Bobcats to 
change their name. That 
means Charlotte could 
once again become the 
Hornets by the 2014-15 sea¬ 
son. The Hornets resided in 
Charlotte from 1988-2002 
before then-owner George 
Shinn moved the franchise 
to New Orleans. 

The New Orleans Hornets 
recently changed their 


name to the Pelicans. 

Silver said in an April inter¬ 
view if the Bobcats decid¬ 
ed to change their name to 
the Hornets it would be “an 
enormously complex pro¬ 
cess and a very expensive 
process for the team. From 
everything to the uniforms, 
to the building, to the let¬ 
terhead to the signs on the 
offices — all of that has to 
be taken into account." 
While he didn’t estimate 
how much the change 
would cost, Silver did say 
the fact that the league 


owns the rights to the name 
Hornets could help speed 
up the transition process. 
“I'll let (the Bobcats) speak 
to their own time line, but 
we’re supportive of what¬ 
ever they do,” Silver said 
in April. The Bobcats con¬ 
ducted a Harris Interactive 
poll in January to deter¬ 
mine if fans were in favor 
of a name change. The 
Bobcats have never an¬ 
nounced the results of 
those polls. 

The name Bobcats origi¬ 
nally incorporated the first 


name of the team’s initial 
owner, Bob Johnson, who 
later sold the team to Jor¬ 
dan in 2010. 

In February, Jordan 
weighed in on the idea of 
changing the team’s name 
to the Hornets in his monthly 
“Chairman’s Corner” col¬ 
umn on the team’s web¬ 
site, but was non-committal 
on his intentions. 

“Judging from the emails 
you’ve sent me, the opinion 
seems to be very mixed," 
Jordan said on the team’s 
website.

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My Beating Heart

“Be still my beating 
heart,” a romantic phrase 
used as early as the 1600’s 
to signify breathless ex¬ 
citement brought on by 
strong emotions of love. 
This extra heart beating or 
sometimes, skipping of a 
heartbeat, as in “my heart 
stood still” is known medi¬ 
cally as temporary cardiac 
arrhythmia. Arrhythmias 
of the romantic type usu¬ 
ally do not cause perma¬ 
nent problems. However, 
some arrhythmias may be 
life-threatening and need 
medical attention. 

An arrhythmia is a 
disruption in the rhythm of 
the constant beating or 
contraction of the heart. 
The primary function of the 
heart is to pump blood with 
its life giving nutrients to all 
parts of the body. Each 
heartbeat is controlled by 
electrical impulses which 
travel through the heart. 
In a normal heart, these 
impulses occur in regu¬ 
lar intervals. When some¬ 
thing goes wrong with the 
heart’s electrical system, 
the heartbeat becomes ir¬ 
regular, called arrhythmia. 

An arrhythmia can 
be silent and not cause 
any obvious symptoms. A 
doctor can detect an ir¬ 
regular heartbeat during 
a physical exam by taking 
your pulse or through an 
electrocardiogram (ECG). 
People who do feel their 
heart beating irregularly tell 
me that they get a feeling 
of skipped heart beats, flut¬ 
tering or feeling that their 
heart is racing or “running 
away". Other symptoms 
can include: pounding 


in your chest, dizziness or 
feeling light-headed, faint¬ 
ing, shortness of breath, 
chest discomfort, weak¬ 
ness or fatigue. A 

region of the human heart 
called the sinoatrial node 
(SA node) or pacemaker, 
sets the rate and timing 
at which the heart con¬ 
tracts. The SA node is the 
conductor of the electrical 
impulses. The contractions 
of the heart are controlled 
by chemical impulses. The 
chemicals that produce 
the heart impulses are po¬ 
tassium, sodium, and cal¬ 
cium. The rate at which 
these impulses fire controls 
the heart beat rate. The 
flow of these minerals in 
and out of heart is what 
makes the heart beat or 
contract and rest. 

All cells require cal¬ 
cium for numerous func¬ 
tions. Most of us know how 
important calcium is for 
our bones. A deficiency 
or excess of calcium in the 
body causes problems with 
the nerves and muscles. 
Since the heart is a muscle, 
changes in the amount of 
calcium in the blood can 
cause the heart to beat 
slower or more rapidly. This 
change sometimes causes 
confusion or even coma. 
When a patient tells me 
that their heart skipped a 
beat, I make sure to send 
them to do a blood test to 
find out if they have too 
much calcium moving 
freely through their blood. 

Too much free 
calcium in the blood is a 
condition called hyper¬ 
calcemia. Use of diuretics 
(water reducing products) 
or too much vitamin D 


supplementation can in¬ 
crease the amount of free 
calcium in your blood, as 
can several more factors. 
Since most people are vi¬ 
tamin D deficient today, I 
always test vitamin D lev¬ 
els to be sure how much 
an individual should be 
supplementing. Excessive 
consumption of milk and 
milk products which are 
high in calcium and cer¬ 
tain antacids, especially 
calcium carbonate or so¬ 
dium bicarbonate (baking 
soda) are a big problem 
in today's diets. If you use 
antacids often, you should 
not also use milk products. 
Modern diets have more 
calcium than magnesium. 
Magnesium is needed to 
carry the calcium into the 
bones. Supplementing a 
good diet with magne¬ 
sium daily is important to 
balance minerals for most 
people. Calcium found in 
plant form is more readily 
available and absorbed in 
the body than pasteurized 
cow’s milk. Cows are sup¬ 
posed to eat green plants 
like grass to get their cal¬ 
cium. Humans should get 
their calcium from green 
vegetables such as broc¬ 
coli and spinach. Brown 
rice, almonds and some 
beans are also good plant 
sources of calcium. 

Standard treat¬ 
ment of arrhythmia in¬ 
cludes pharmaceutical 
drugs and implanted au¬ 
tomatic defibrillators or ar¬ 
tificial pacemakers. These 
produce electrical impuls¬ 
es synthetically through 
the heart. However natu¬ 
ral methods work well in 
prevention. Relaxation 


techniques to reduce 
stress such as deep breath¬ 
ing exercises, yoga, medi¬ 
tation, or acupuncture 
are a good start. If you 
smoke, get help to stop, 
acupuncture and natu¬ 
ral supplements such as 5 
HTP (5 Hydroxi-tryptophan) 
can help. Hypnosis is also 
a proven support. Limiting 
intake of caffeine, alcohol 
and stimulant drugs, espe¬ 
cially those found in some 
over the counter cough 
and cold medications. 
Some such medications 
contain ingredients that 
can cause irregular heart 
rhythms. Learn to read la¬ 
bels and ask questions. 

If you notice that 
your irregular heart rhythm 
occurs more often with 
certain activities such s 
strenuous exercise, you 
should avoid them. I in¬ 
clude magnesium supple¬ 
mentation in all my pa¬ 
tients to help carry more 
calcium into the bones 
and support the delicate 
balance of heart minerals. 
Beans, carrots, avocados 
and bananas are all good 
sources of potassium. 

People with ar¬ 
rhythmia have a greater 
chance of developing 
heart disease. Heart dis¬ 
ease is still the number 
one cause of death in the 
Western World. Obesity 
and high blood pressure 
can also contribute to ar¬ 
rhythmia and increased 
risk of developing heart 
disease. Although, high 
cholesterol is a popular be¬ 
lief in contributing to heart 
disease risk, half of all heart 
attacks occur in people 
with normal cholesterol 
levels. There are good 
(HDL) and bad cholester¬ 
ol (LDL and Triglycerides). 


Diet and lifestyle are also 
vital in controlling this, but 
that’s another article.

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Microsoft touts Xbox One as all-in-1 entertainment

(AP) — Microsoft thinks it 
has the one. 

The company unveiled the 
Xbox One, an entertain¬ 
ment console that wants to 
be the one system house¬ 
holds will need for games, 
television, movies and oth¬ 
er entertainment. It will go 
on sale later this year, for 
an undisclosed price. 

For the past two years, Mi¬ 
crosoft has led the gaming 
industry in console sales 
with the Xbox 360. But it's 
been eight years since that 
machine came out, and 
Microsoft is the last of the 
three major console mak¬ 
ers to unveil a new system. 
In those eight years, Apple 
launched the iPhone and 
the iPad, “FarmVille" rose 
and fell and tablets began 
to threaten desktop com¬ 
puters, changing how peo¬ 
ple interact with games 
and beyond. 

Now, the stakes are high 
as Microsoft, Sony and Nin¬ 
tendo are all using their 
latest machines to not 
only draw gamers but also 
command the living room. 
The goal is to extend their 
reach beyond loyal legions 
of hardcore gamers and to 
become as important to 
our lives at home as smart¬ 
phones have become to 
our lives on the go. 

Don Mattrick, Microsoft’s 
president of interactive en¬ 
tertainment business, said 


the company has spent 
the past four years working 
on the “all-in-one home 
entertainment system.” 

At an hour-long presen¬ 
tation at the company’s 
Redmond, Washington, 
headquarters on Tuesday, 
Microsoft executives used 
voice controls to seam¬ 
lessly switch back and forth 
between watching live TV, 
listening to music, playing 
a movie and browsing the 
Internet — all while running 
apps for fantasy football 
and Skype chats. It showed 
how users could watch live 
sports on TV while getting 
updates on their fantasy 
leagues on a split screen. 
“It really extends the home 
entertainment experi¬ 
ence,” Gartner analyst Bri¬ 
an Blau said. 

He said the console seems 
to appeal to “more than 
just a core gamer in the 
family” and should be of 
interest to all types of audi¬ 
ences, from sports players 
to TV viewers to those who 
are “social and want to 
share things.” 

Xbox One is the third entry 
in the latest round of the 
“console wars.” It follows 
Nintendo Co.’s launch of 
the Wii U in November and 
Sony Corp.’s tease in Feb¬ 
ruary for the upcoming 
PlayStation 4. Each of the 
next-generation consoles 
have shifted away from 
simply serving as gaming 
machines, as they incorpo¬ 
rate streaming media apps 
and social networking fea¬ 


tures. 

With the Xbox One, peo¬ 
ple will be able to con¬ 
nect their cable or satellite 
set-top box and watch TV 
through the game ma¬ 
chine. The Xbox One has its 
own guide and lets people 
change channels by voice 
command. 

Senior Vice President Yu¬ 
suf Mehdi demonstrated 
how the console switched 
quickly between channels 
after saying show names 
such as “Mary and Mar¬ 
tha” or commands like 
“watch MTV.” His voice 
command of “What’s on 
HBO?” brought up the 
channel guide for HBO. 

“No more memorizing 
channels or hunting for the 
remote control,” Mehdi 
said. 

The interface for the TV 
goes well beyond the func¬ 
tionality in the Wii U, which 
still requires users to press 
buttons to change the in¬ 
put source on the TV. Xbox 
One seamlessly switched 
between games, movies 
and TV shows with a single 
voice command. 

“You can switch to your 
game like it’s a TV chan¬ 
nel flip," said Marc Whitten, 
Microsoft’s chief product 
officer of interactive en¬ 
tertainment business. He 
called it a “lag-free instant 
experience.” 

Microsoft also unveiled a 
new version of its camera- 
based Kinect system with 
better motion and voice 
detection, including the

ability to read faces and 
tell whether you’re smiling 
or not. The Kinect will be 
required for Xbox One to 
work. The company also 
introduced a more ergo¬ 
nomic Xbox controller, with 
new buttons and a slightly 
different layout from the 
Xbox 360 controller. The 
new console will also add 
the ability to play Blu-ray 
discs, matching what Sony 
has in its older PlayStation 
3. 

Among the games pre¬ 
viewed for Xbox One were 
the military shooter “Call of 
Duty: Ghosts” from Activi¬ 
sion Blizzard Inc., the soc¬ 
cer extravaganza “FIFA 
14” from Electronic Arts Inc. 
and the racing simulator 
“Forza Motorsport 5” and 
time bender “Quantum 
Break,” both from Microsoft 
Game Studios. Microsoft 


said more games will be 
shown at next month’s E3 
video game conference in 
Los Angeles. 

The company said there 
will be more than 15 games 
available exclusively on 
the Xbox One in the first 
year after it launches, eight 
of them new franchises. In 
recent years, the Xbox has 
been the exclusive home 
to such popular gaming 
franchises as “Halo,” "For¬ 
za" and alien shoot-’em- 
up “Gears of War.” 
Wedbush analyst Michael 
Pachter noted that Tues¬ 
day’s presentation was 
more general than what 
Microsoft will likely give 
at E3, where games will 
be central as thousands 
of game industry insiders, 
bloggers and journalists 
gather for the annual in¬ 
dustry conference.Q 
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Stocks gain on reassurance from a top Fed official

NEW YORK (AP) — Reassur¬ 
ing comments from a Fed¬ 
eral Reserve official and 
better earnings from two 
big retailers helped push 
the stock market higher 
Tuesday. 

Stock indexes wobbled 
between gains and losses 
in early trading, then took 
a turn higher just before 
noon. That’s when news 
crossed that James Bullard, 
head of the Fed’s St. Louis 


branch, told an audience 
in Germany that the Fed 
ought to stick with its bond¬ 
buying effort to bolster the 
economic recovery. 

“Those words were a salve 
for investors’ nerves,” said 
Lawrence Creatura, a fund 
manager at Federated In¬ 
vestors. Other Fed officials 
have recently talked about 
scaling back the program. 
“There’s a lot of uncertainty 
surrounding this issue. And 
uncertainty and investors 
aren’t always a happy 


match." 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 52.30 points 
to 15,387.58, a gain of 0.3 
percent. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index edged up 2.87 points 
to 1,669.16, a slight in¬ 
crease of 0.2 percent. Both 
the Dow and the S&P are 
at record highs. 

Many investors were al¬ 
ready looking ahead to 
Wednesday, when the 
Federal Reserve will release 
minutes from its most re¬ 


cent policy meeting and 
Chairman Ben Bernanke 
will go before Congress to 
discuss his outlook for the 
U.S. economy. 

“I think a lot of people are 
sitting on their hands wait¬ 
ing to see what the Fed 
says tomorrow,” said Mi¬ 
chael Binger, senior port¬ 
folio manager at Gradient 
Investments in Minneapo¬ 
lis, Minnesota. Binger said 
some investors believe the 
Fed’s support is the main 
reason the stock mar¬ 
ket has soared to all-time 
highs. If the Fed pulls back, 
they reason, the market’s 
epic rally would come to 
an end. 

In other trading, the Nas¬ 
daq composite rose 5.69 
points to 3,502.12, a 0.2 per¬ 
cent gain. 

J.P. Morgan Chase & Co. 
gained 1.4 percent. Share¬ 
holders of the country’s 
biggest bank voted to al¬ 
low Jamie Dimon to keep 
his two titles, CEO and 
chairman of the board. 
Groups had pushed to split 
the two jobs, a drive that 
gained momentum from a 
multi-billion trading loss last 
year. The bank’s stock rose 
73 cents to $53.02. 

Home Depot surged 2.5 
percent. The retailer report¬ 
ed an 18 percent increase 
in quarterly income as the 
housing market continued 


to recover. Home Depot 
rose $1.95 to $78.71. 

Among other compa¬ 
nies posting quarterly re¬ 
sults, AutoZone jumped 5 
percent. Better sales and 
shrinking costs helped 
the auto-parts company 
beat analysts’ earnings 
forecasts. AutoZone leapt 
$18.79 to $427.84. 

It has been another solid 
earnings season for big 
companies, with corpo¬ 
rate profits hitting all-time 
highs even as revenue 
barely rises. Seven of every 
10 companies in the S&P 
500 have trumped Wall 
Street’s earnings forecasts, 
according to S&P Capital 
IQ. First-quarter earnings 
are on track to climb 5 
percent over the year be¬ 
fore. Revenue is expected 
to rise just 1 percent. In the 
market for U.S. government 
bonds, the yield on the 10- 
year Treasury note slipped 
to 1.93 percent from 1.96 
percent late Monday. 

In commodities trading, 
crude oil sank 55 cents to 
settle at $96.16 a barrel. 

The price of gold fell $6.50 
to $1,377.60 an ounce, ex¬ 
tending a slump that has 
knocked gold down 18 
percent this year. Tame 
inflation, a stronger dollar 
and a surging stock market 
have undermined gold’s 
appeal.Q 


Best Buy reports 1Q loss on restructuring costs 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Best 
Buy Co. on Tuesday re¬ 
ported a loss for its fiscal first 
quarter as it sold its stake in 
Best Buy Europe and works 
on a turnaround plan that 
includes cutting costs and 
closing some stores. 

Its adjusted earnings beat 
Wall Street expectations, 
as cost cuts helped offset 
tough pricing competi¬ 
tion during the quarter. But 
shares fell 5 percent in mid¬ 
day trading. The company 
has been working on a 
turnaround plan as it fac¬ 
es increased competition 
from online retailers and 
discount stores. The plan 
includes closing stores, cut¬ 
ting costs and investing in 
training for its employees. 
In April it also said it would 
sell its 50 percent stake in 


its European joint venture 
to streamline its business 
and strengthen its balance 
sheet. 

CEO Hubert Joly said the 
company is working on im¬ 
proving its e-commerce of¬ 
ferings, replacing its search 
platform with better tech¬ 
nology, redesigning parts 
of its Web site and making 
other Web site upgrades. 
The changes are needed 
because 80 percent of all 
customers who are plan¬ 
ning to buy gadgets worth 
$100 or more are research¬ 
ing the product online 
before going into a store, 
Joly said. “That means 
‘showrooming’ is not start¬ 
ing in our retail store, it is 
starting online and we are 
not showing up on the first 
page a fair share of the 


time,” Joly said. 

Brian Sozzi, CEO and chief 
equities strategist at Belus 
Capital Advisers, said the 


report shows that Best Buy’s 
restructuring is beginning to 
pay off. 

“Best Buy is starting to run 


a tighter ship in which de¬ 
mand is properly aligned 
with inventory,” he said. 
Key is its “operational over¬ 
haul that is both removing 
oodles of wasteful process¬ 
es and repositioning the 
company for relevance in 
a competitive industry.” 

The electronics retailer says 
net loss for the three months 
ended May 4 after paying 
preferred dividends totaled 
$81 million, or 24 cents per 
share. That compares with 
net income of $158 million, 
or 46 cents per share, last 
year. Excluding restructur¬ 
ing costs and costs related 
to selling its stake in Best Buy 
Europe, it earned 36 cents 
per share. That beat the 24 
cents per share that ana¬ 
lysts expected, according 
to FactSet. □

Oil drops as 
traders wait 
for Fed and 
supply data

NEW YORK (AP) — The price 
of oil fell Tuesday as inves¬ 
tors waited for the Federal 
Reserve's latest views on 
the U.S. economy. 
Benchmark crude for June 
delivery dropped 55 cents 
to $96.16 a barrel on the 
New York Mercantile Ex¬ 
change. On Wednesday, 
Fed chairman Ben Bernan- 
ke will appear before Con¬ 
gress and the central bank 
will release minutes of its 
most recent policy meet¬ 
ing. Traders will be looking 
for hints on what the Fed 
might be preparing to do 
in light of recent data that 
has pointed toward a sus¬ 
tained economic recov¬ 
ery. There is speculation 
that the Fed might want 
to scale back or modify its 
loose monetary policy and 
its $85 billion-a-month pro¬ 
gram of bond purchases 
intended to keep inter¬ 
est rates low and prop up 
the recovery. Investors will 
also be monitoring fresh 
information on U.S. stock¬ 
piles of crude and refined 
products. Data for the

TAMPA, Florida (AP) — 

Shareholders at JPMorgan 
Chase voted to let Jamie 
Dimon, the chairman and 
CEO, keep both his jobs. 

At the bank's annual 
meeting, just 32 percent 
of shareholders voted for 


a non-binding measure 
that would have advised 
the bank to split the roles. 
That’s less than the 40 per¬ 
cent vote that a similar pro¬ 
posal received last year. 


Shareholder groups lob¬ 
bying for the split gained 
momentum from a surprise 
$6 billion trading loss last 
year, which tarnished the 
reputation of both JPMor¬ 
gan Chase & Co. and Di¬ 
mon. The bank and Dimon 
had argued that letting 
Dimon keep both jobs was 


the most effective form of 
leadership. 

Dimon emerged from the 
financial crisis heading one 
of the strongest banks in 
the U.S. But his reputation 


has been hurt over the past 
year over fallout from the 
so-called “London whale" 
trading loss, nicknamed for 
its size and the location of 
the trader who made the 
outsized bets on complex 
debt securities that went 
wrong. 

In the previous six annual 


meetings where Dimon has 
been both chairman and 
CEO, shareholders have 
been asked about sepa¬ 
rating the roles four times. 
Last year marked the high¬ 


est level of votes in favor of 
the idea. In 2007 and 2008, 
only about 15 percent of 
shareholders voted for simi¬ 
lar measures. 

Investors welcomed the 
news that the measure 
had been defeated. JPM¬ 
organ 's stock was up 2 per¬ 
cent, or $1.09, at $53.38 in 
midday trading. The stock 
is at its highest level in 12 
years. 

The shareholder meeting, 
held at company offices 
on the outskirts of Tampa, 
Fla., had fewer theatrics 
than last year’s meeting, 
which was held just days 
after the trading loss was 
disclosed. Last year, two 
or three dozen protesters 
showed up. On Tuesday, 
one woman with a card¬ 
board sign was spotted, 
but only briefly. 

The bank is facing regula¬ 
tory investigations and law¬ 
suits, not only over the trad¬ 
ing loss but other practices 
including foreclosures and 
alleged rigging of power 
prices. 

Michael Garland from the 
New York City Comptrol¬ 
ler’s Office, which supports 
splitting the roles, said he 
appreciated that JPMor¬ 
gan led its peers by cer¬ 
tain financial measures. 
But, he added, “it also 
leads its peers in regulatory 
investigations."□ 


Sprint boosts buyout offer for Clearwire 


OVERLAND PARK, Kansas 
(AP) — Sprint Nextel Corp. 
is offering 14 percent more 
than before for the stake 
in wireless data network 
operator Clearwire Corp. 
it does not already own, 
but a large shareholder 
said the offer was still inad¬ 
equate. Sprint said Tues¬ 
day that it is offering $3.40 
per share, or $2.5 billion, for 
the remainder of Clearwire 
Corp. Its previous offer, 
from December, was for 
$2.97 per share. 

Sprint said this is its best 
and final offer, but inves¬ 
tors appear to hold out 
some hope of an even 
better offer. Clearwire 
shares jumped 15 cents, or 
4.6 percent, to $3.41 in af¬ 
ternoon trading, just above 
Sprint’s offer. 


A vote on the previous of¬ 
fer had been scheduled 
for Tuesday, but Clearwire 
said it is postponing it until 
May 31. 

Clearwire’s board had al¬ 
ready accepted the earli¬ 
er offer, but minority share¬ 
holders have opposed it. A 
vocal shareholder, Crest Fi¬ 
nancial, said Tuesday that 
the new offer was also in¬ 
adequate. It said Sprint, as 
the majority shareholder, 
was strong-arming smaller 
ones. It wants Clearwire to 
pursue a competitive bid¬ 
ding process instead. 

Sprint is Clearwire’s only 
major wholesale custom¬ 
er and uses its network to 
provide “Sprint 4G" ser¬ 
vice. Sprint has accepted 
a buyout offer from Soft- 
bank Corp. of Japan, giv¬ 


ing it the financial means 
to consolidate its owner¬ 
ship of Clearwire. But both 
Sprint and Clearwire have 
gotten competing bids 
from satellite TV broad¬ 
caster Dish Network Corp., 
which wants to get into the 
wireless business. 
Clearwire’s main asset is 
its wireless spectrum — 
space on the airwaves 
— that could be used to 
provide high data down¬ 
load speeds. Those are a 
crucial competitive factor 
in today’s wireless industry. 
But Clearwire’s frequencies 
are difficult to use. They re¬ 
quire many cell towers to 
cover an area, and the sig¬ 
nals don’t penetrate well 
into buildings. 

Clearwire is based in Bel¬ 
levue, Washington. 


Separately, Sprint said it 
can now let Dish see its 
books and talk with Dish to 
see whether its competing 
offer to buy Sprint is bet¬ 
ter than its current deal 
with SoftBank. Sprint said 
late Monday that SoftBank 
had waived provisions of its 
deal with Sprint that will al¬ 
low Sprint to talk with Dish. 
SoftBank currently has a 
$20.1 billion deal with Sprint 
to buy 70 percent of the 
company. Dish last month 
offered $25.5 billion for the 
whole company. Softbank 
says it brings expertise and 
cash to Sprint. It says it still 
wants to close its deal by 
July 1. Many Wall Street 
analysts view Dish’s bid as 
superior but risky, as it will 
result in a combined com¬ 
pany with high debt.Q

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Venezuela: 


TV host goes off air after audio scandal

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — A prominent Ven¬ 
ezuelan talk show host has 
gone off the air after alleg¬ 
edly being caught on tape 
discussing politics inside 
Venezuela’s ruling party 
with a Cuban intelligence 
official. 

Mario Silva, whose show on 
state TV features verbal at¬ 
tacks against the socialist 
government’s opponents, 
said that he would go 
on sick leave for “several 
days." The announcement 
on his program “La Hojil- 
la" (The Razor Blade) late 
Monday came hours after 
opposition lawmaker Is¬ 
mael Garcia released a re¬ 
cording in which Silva pur¬ 
portedly is heard discussing 
divisions in the government 
following the death of Pres¬ 
ident Hugo Chavez. 

Garcia said Silva was talk¬ 
ing to a Cuban intelli¬ 
gence official he identified 
as Lt. Col. Aramis Palacios. 
Garcia didn’t say when the 
conversation was record¬ 
ed or how he obtained it. 
Silva said the recording 
was “absolutely fake" and 


suggested it had been put 
together by editing clips 
from his show, which has 
been on the air for nine 
years. 

“I’m going to be off the air 
for a few days,” Silva said 
on the late-night show. 
“But let me tell you some¬ 
thing: I insist I don’t owe 
anyone an apology, be¬ 
cause I haven’t done any¬ 
thing that isn’t revolution¬ 
ary.” 

He said that he had pre¬ 
viously received medical 
treatment in Cuba, and 
that he was hospitalized 
over the weekend for 
“complications” related to 
his gallbladder. 

The opposition has long 
accused Cuban leaders of 
wielding influence behind 
the scenes in guiding Ven¬ 
ezuelan government de¬ 
cisions. The government, 
meanwhile, accuses op¬ 
position leader Henrique 
Capriles of being a puppet 
of the U.S. 

During his 14-year reign as 
president, Chavez forged 
close ties with Cuba, where 
he was treated for the can¬ 
cer that killed him March 
5. Venezuela has shipped

In the recording, a man 
identified as Silva says he 
worries that parliament 
leader Diosdado Cabello, 
a former army officer, is 
conspiring against Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Maduro, who 
narrowly defeated Capriles 
in an April 14 election. 

At one point, the voice 
says Maduro’s opponents 
in the party want to re¬ 
move Defense Minister Di¬ 
ego Molero. 

“Why do they want to re¬ 
move him, Palacios? To 
be able to take the armed 
forces and put pressure 
on Maduro or to behave 
as they please or to pull 
a coup d’etat,” the man 
says. 

Silva dismissed the record¬ 
ing on Twitter as a “mon¬ 
tage” and suggested U.S. 
and Israeli intelligence 
agencies were behind it.Q

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Should we let wunderkinds drop out of high school?

NEW YORK (AP) — It’s one 
thing to say tech geniuses 
don't need degrees. After 
all. Bill Gates, Steve Jobs 
and Mark Zuckerberg all 
dropped out of college. 

But now we’ve got David 
Karp, who doesn’t even 
have a high school di¬ 
ploma. Karp, 26, founded 
Tumblr, the online blog¬ 
ging forum, and sold it to 
Yahoo for $1.1 billion. U.S. 
high school students are 
roughly between the ages 
of 14 and 18. 

Which raises the question: 
When is it OK for a wunder- 
kind to drop out of school? 
Some folks in Silicon Valley 
and elsewhere say a con¬ 
ventional education can’t 
possibly give kids with out¬ 
size talents what they need. 
Others, like Vivek Wadhwa, 
a fellow at Stanford Law 
School who teaches and 
advises startup companies, 
say dropping out to pursue 
a dream is like “buying a 
lottery ticket — that’s how 
good your odds are here. 
More likely than not, you 
will become unemployed. 
For every success, there 
are 100,000 failures.” 

But what about kids who 
are so good at com¬ 
puter programming that 
schools can’t teach them 
what they need to know? 
“That’s what internships are 
for; that’s what extracurric¬ 
ular activities are for,” says 
Wadhwa, who has found¬ 
ed two companies. 

Karp, in an interview with 
The Associated Press on 
Monday, said he hopes 
teenagers don’t look at 
his success as an excuse 
for leaving school. “That 
is not a path that I would 
haphazardly recommend 
to kids out there,” he said. 
“I was in a very unique po¬ 



sition of knowing exactly 
what I wanted to do at a 
time when computer sci¬ 
ence education certainly 
wasn’t that good in high 
school in New York City.” 
Karp’s mother gave him 
the option of home¬ 
schooling when he was 


internship at an animation 
production company, but 
by age 16, he was working 
for a website and was on 
his way to become a tech 
entrepreneur. He never 
did get his diploma. Karp’s 
mother told the AP that 
she let him leave school

14, after he completed his 
freshman year at the Bronx 
High School of Science, an 
elite New York City pub¬ 
lic school that only admits 
students who score well on 
a difficult entrance exam. 
Karp took Japanese class¬ 
es and had a math tutor 
while continuing with an

because she realized “he 
needed the time in the 
day in order to create." 
That resonates with Penny 
Mills of Hudson, Massa¬ 
chusetts, who let her son 
Thomas Sohmers, 17, drop 
out of 11th grade this year. 
“I could see how much of 
the work he was doing at 
school wasn’t relevant to 
what he wanted to learn,” 
she said. “He always want¬ 


ed to learn more than 
what the schools wanted 
to teach him. At times it 
was very frustrating. I was 
fortunate to find people 
that were able to teach 
him more, but he has gone 
beyond what high school 
could ever give him.” 
Thomas has been work¬ 
ing at a research lab 
at the esteemed Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology since he 
was 13, developing proj¬ 
ects ranging from aug¬ 
mented reality eyewear 
to laser communications 
systems. He just won a 
Thiel Fellowship, which 
gives $100,000 to 20 
people under the age 
of 20 each year so they 
can skip college to focus 
on research or a dream, 
whether it’s a high-tech 
project, a business or a 
nonprofit. But his mom 
says she would have let 
him drop out even if he 
hadn’t won the award. 
“The part that really both¬ 
ers me is that there are a 
lot of Thomases out there 
and their needs are not 
being met,” said Mills. 
Thomas says he’s sad to 
be leaving his teenage 
friends behind, but he’s 
excited about the fu¬ 
ture. And he has mixed 
feelings about his years 
in school. “I’ve had some 
amazing, great teachers 
that really have the pas¬ 
sion to teach, but most 
of what is in school now 
is teaching to a test,” he 
said. “It’s really sad. You’re 
not learning the skills for 
how to solve the problem 
— you are just learning the 
answer to this question that 
is going to be on the test.” 
Susan Bartell, a psycholo¬ 
gist based in Port Washing¬ 
ton, New York who works 
with adolescents and their 
families, says she frequent¬ 
ly encounters parents who 
are convinced that their 
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kids are extraordinarily gift¬ 
ed. But she cautions that 
it’s “the very rare excep¬ 
tion when this decision (to 
drop out) makes sense.” In 
the case of Karp, she said, 
“it worked out, but almost 
always it doesn’t — even 
if a kid is extremely gifted. 
School is about much more 
than just academics and in 
most cases, even the most 
gifted kids need the social¬ 
izing.” 

And not all young moguls 
take Karp’s route. Ear¬ 
lier this year, a 17-year- 
old from London, Nick 
D’Aloisio, sold an app he 
created to Yahoo for $30 
million — but he decided 
to stay in school. 

On the other hand, there 
are examples of successful 
individuals in many fields 
who lack a high school di¬ 
ploma, from top perform¬ 
ers such as Jay-Z to billion¬ 
aire businessmen such as 
Richard Branson. 

The tech community may 
be different from other in¬ 
dustries. Degrees are not 
necessarily seen as a hall¬ 
mark of achievement and 
programmers are judged 
on their ability to type lines 
of code. You are what you 
create. What also sets the 
field apart is that computer 
programming is not taught 
at every high school, and 
even when it is, the most 
talented students often 
either “surpass the curricu¬ 
lum or feel it’s not relevant 
to them,” said Danielle 
Strachman, program di¬ 
rector for the Thiel Fellow¬ 
ship. “They want to move 
at their own pace.” 
Strachman also empha¬ 
sized that just because 
someone has left school, 
doesn’t mean they’ve 
stopped learning. The Thiel 
program provides not just 
funding, but a commu¬ 
nity of peers and mentors 
to help recipients reach 
their goals. And they can 
always go back to pursue 
a degree when the fellow¬ 
ship is over. 

It’s a goal that even Karp 
has his eye on— despite 
his newfound wealth. “I 
hope I have an opportuni¬ 
ty to go to school at some 
point,” he said, “and study 
something completely 
different.”□

Library honors Carole King

ole King isn’t done with mu¬ 
sic — not yet anyway. 

The 71-year-old singer- 
songwriter known for such 
hits as “(You Make Me Feel 
Like) A Natural Woman" 
and “You’ve Got A Friend" 
is being awarded the high¬ 
est U.S. prize for popular 
music Tuesday. She will re¬ 
ceive the Gershwin Prize for 
Popular Song at the Library 
of Congress and will be 


honored Wednesday by 
President Barack Obama 
at the White House. 

King told The Associated 
Press it’s a tremendous 
honor to be recognized at 
such an historic place. 

Last year, King hinted she 
might retire. Now she plans 
to introduce a new song 
for the Gershwin Prize that 
she wrote with Hal David 
entitled “I Believe in Loving 
You.” She plans to release 
it as a single next month in 
tribute to David.□ 


Carol Burnett to win 
top U.S. humor prize

WASHINGTON (AP) — Car¬ 
ol Burnett, who became

NEW YORK (AP) — Burt 
Bacharach knew writing 
a memoir would be emo¬ 
tional — not because of 
his never-heard backstage 
tales or his tumultuous mar¬ 
riages. He knew that being 
honest would force him 
to come to terms with the 
death of his daughter. 

“It was very tough because 
I had to revisit what that 
period was and go deep¬ 
er into it,” he said of his 
daughter Nikki’s premature 
birth, years of emotional is¬ 
sues, and eventual suicide 
at the age of 40. 

The 84-year-old award¬ 
winning music composer of 
such classics as "I'll Never 
Fall in Love Again,” the 
Oscar-winning “Raindrops 
Keep Failin’ on My Head," 
and The Carpenters’ 
“(They Long to Be) Close to 
You,” understood that bar¬ 
ing his deep, dark secrets 
was essential to his recently 
released autobiography, 
“Anyone Who Had a Heart: 
My Life and Music” (Harp¬ 
er). 

The idea for a memoir 
came long before Nikki’s 


death in 2007. Bacha¬ 
rach had Nikki with former 
wife Angie Dickinson, best 
known for her role on the 
seventies drama, “Police 
Woman.” 

“(Nikki) was one-pound, 10 
ounces at birth, you should 
know the deck is stacked 
against you then," Bacha¬ 
rach said. 

According to Bacharach, 
she grew up with emotional 
issues, which he later found 
out was an undiagnosed 
case of Asperger’s syn¬ 
drome (the autism spec¬ 
trum disorder is a relatively 
new diagnosis.) 

“Nobody said she’s got 
Asperger’s or she’s got au¬ 
tism. (They said) she’s just 
got behavior things,” he 
said. 

But after suffering for so 
long, he never imagined 
she would actually kill her¬ 
self. 

“It’s like the boy who cried 
wolf. Somebody who 
says, 'I can’t stand it. The 
helicopters are making 
too much noise and the 
gardeners and the blow¬ 
ers are making too much 
noise and if they don’t stop 
I’m going to kill myself,"’ 


he said, his voice crack¬ 
ing. “And you hear that 
enough and you know it’s 
never gonna happen and 
then one day she just goes 
and kills herself.” 

She committed suicide 
in her southern California 
apartment. 

“When she did kill herself 
she did it alone, Textbook 
101. Bag over her head. 
Alone. Kind of brave I 
guess for somebody who 
(was) scared of so many 
things and (she) left a note 
to me.” 

He later realized that the 
signs were always there, 
but thought that the strong 
relationship she had with 
her mother would prevent 
it from ever happening. 
“They had a very connect¬ 
ed, symbiotic relationship,” 
he said, adding, “We all 
did everything we could. I 
did what I thought would 
be the right thing and it 
wasn’t the right thing and 
I was just trying to get her 
better.” 

Bacharach was referring 
to the painful decision to 
send her away to a special 
school. He feels he made 
the decision because Nik¬ 
ki was not properly diag¬ 
nosed. Because Nikki spent 
some time away from her 
mother, 

he feels she always held 
that against him. 

“There was always that 
resentment that I kind of 
imprisoned her and the 
last thing in the world you 
know,” he said. “I wish 
somebody would have just 
said, you’re not going to 
heal her, let her be." 
Asperger’s syndrome is a 
pervasive developmen¬ 
tal disorder on the autism 
spectrum. People with 
Asperger’s often have 
high intelligence and vast 
knowledge on narrow sub¬ 
jects but lack social skills. 
With his family struggles 
hidden from the world, 
Bacharach continued to 
make great music. 

“I was always able to allevi¬ 
ate the noise, some of the 
noise with what was going 
on with Nikki becoming a 
Sikh, or whatever, because 
I would go to my music.□

Toby Keith says 
Oklahoma 
hometown 
is ‘resilient’

NASHVILLE, Tennessee (AP) 

— Tornadoes are a part of 
life in Moore, Oklahoma, 
something country star 
Toby Keith was reminded 
of when a deadly, devas¬ 
tating one leveled parts of 
his hometown on Monday. 
“It's happened so many 
times through my life, I’ve 
been in so many,” Keith 
said in a phone interview 
Tuesday. “During my life, 
probably on average ev¬ 
ery four or five years, you 
probably have one that’s 
devastating. ... It affects 
you, somebody you know, 
every time.” 

This time it affected his sis¬ 
ter, Tonni. 

Keith flew out of the Moore 
area at about noon Mon¬ 
day and said the gather¬ 
ing clouds on the western 
horizon gave him a bad 
feeling. After he arrived in 
his Nashville recording stu¬ 
dio, he watched the storm 
system on an iPad app. 
So when he saw the tor¬ 
nado rolling through his old 
neighborhood and toward 
his sister’s house, he picked 
up the phone to warn her. 
“She said, ‘We’re safe. 
We’re south of it, but we 
can see it,”’ Keith recalled. 


“She was at my mother’s 
about a mile away. I said, 
‘Well, good.’ Then she got 
to watch it go right through 
her neighborhood.” 

Keith said he had torna¬ 
does pass near his house 
on consecutive days. 
Monday’s storm killed at 
least 24 — including nine 
schoolchildren — in Moore, 
a suburb of 56,000 south¬ 
west of Oklahoma City. 
Keith said he didn’t want 
to downplay the disaster, 
but that the people of the 
area are “resilient” and will 
rebound. 

“It’s just devastating but 
there’s probably nobody 
better prepared for torna¬ 
dos than Oklahoma, es¬ 
pecially the Moore area,” 
Keith said. “That is known 
as Tornado Alley, Twister 
Alley. They’ll rebuild, but 
it was just awful those kids 
were in school when it 
happened.” 

During recording breaks, 
Keith has fielded calls 
about putting together a 
benefit for tornado victims. 
“I know as soon as I start 
sending out some feelers 
that I'll get a lot of people 
in there,” Keith said. “Hope¬ 
fully, we can use music to 
heal some of the money 
problems right awayJ'Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Portia 
de Rossi only believed it 
was happening when her 
agent got the good news 
from the producers. Mi¬ 
chael Cera only believed it 
was happening when the 
cameras rolled. 

It happened all right. After 
years of clamoring from 
fans and rumors firing them 
up while the cast hung on 
for a green light, “Arrested 
Development” has risen 
from the dead with 15 half- 
hours premiering en masse 
on Netflix on Sunday at 
3:01 a.m. EDT. 

“Arrested Development" 
is the cock-eyed comedy 
blessed with a king’s ran¬ 
som of talent and the twist¬ 
ed vision of its mastermind, 
Mitch Hurwitz, that aired 
on Fox for three seasons as 
a cult favorite, then was 
canceled for low ratings 
— and maybe because it 
befuddled everyone who 
wasn’t hooked on its lu¬ 
nacy. (Those original three 
seasons are available for 
streaming on Netflix, too.) 

“I think the show scored 
some ‘cool points’ for dy¬ 
ing before its time,” says 
Cera. “But there are still 
a lot more places for it to 
go.” 


Yes, “Arrested Develop¬ 
ment” died young with a 
beautiful, if funny-to-look- 
at, corpse. But its fans 
weren’t ready to bury it. 
And said so. 

“Clearly a lot of people 
DIDN’T like the show,” Ja¬ 
son Bateman allows, “so I 
guess all we were hearing 
from were those who do — 
and that happens to be a 
brand of people who are 
not afraid of speaking their 
minds.” 

Now reanimated by public 
outcry, “Arrested” is going 
new places. 

“Mitch and the cast didn’t 
want to do something not 
as good as the old series,” 
says Bateman (who plays 
Michael Bluth, the fractious 
family’s would-be mediat¬ 
ing presence). “We didn’t 
want to do something lat¬ 
eral or just a retread.” 

“I think it’s new at every 
opportunity," says Cera 
(who plays Michael Bluth’s 
straight-arrow son), “while 
retaining the show’s origi¬ 
nal heart.” 

The new Netflix season 
takes the form of what you 
might call an anthology as 
it updates viewers, charac¬ 
ter by character with each 
episode, on the Bluth fam¬ 
ily — that once-wealthy, 
now-broke and at-each- 


other’s-throats clan squab¬ 
bling in Newport Beach, 
Calif. 

A wicked homage to the 
scandals of Enron and Tyco 
and a loopy foreshadow¬ 
ing of the 2008 Wall Street 
meltdown, “Arrested” pre¬ 
miered in 2003 as a send- 
up of high-end vanities, 
greed and corruption as 
displayed within the Bluth 
family circle. 

Besides de Rossi, Cera and 
Bateman, the cast of “Ar¬ 
rested” Redux brings back 
Will Arnett, Alia Shawkat, 
Tony Hale, David Cross, 
Jeffrey Tambor and Jessica 
Walter, who reconvened 
in a strategic yet catch-as- 
catch-can fashion. 

“There was no reality where 
we could get everybody 
for a full 7- or 8-month peri¬ 
od,” explains Hurwitz. “That 
gave birth to the form we 
came up with for the new 
series.” 

The 15 episodes dwell on 
individual characters dur¬ 
ing the six-year span from 
when the series was can¬ 
celed in 2006 up through 
2012 . 

That structure was sup¬ 
posed to make it simple to 
book each actor for an iso¬ 
lated shooting schedule. 
Then Hurwitz took his cre¬

All The Lonely People

Over the past decade, the Unit¬ 
ed States has become a less vi¬ 
olent country in every way save 
one. As Americans commit 
fewer and fewer crimes against 
other people's lives and prop¬ 
erty, they have become more 
likely to inflict fatal violence on 
themselves. 

In the 1990s, the suicide rate 
dipped with the crime rate. 
But since 2000, it has risen, and 
jumped particularly sharply 
among the middle-aged. The 
suicide rate for Americans 35 
to 54 increased nearly 30 per¬ 
cent between 1999 and 2010; 
for men in their 50s, it rose nearly 
50 percent. More Americans 
now die of suicide than in car 
accidents, and gun suicides 
are almost twice as common 
as gun homicides. This trend 
is striking without necessarily 
being surprising. As the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia sociologist Brad 
Wilcox pointed out recently, 
there's a strong link between 
suicide and weakened social 
ties: people - and especially 
men - become more likely to 
kill themselves “when they get 
disconnected from society's 
core institutions (e.g., marriage, 
religion) or when their econom¬ 
ic prospects take a dive (e.g., 
unemployment)." That's ex¬ 
actly what we've seen happen 
lately among the middle-aged 
male population, whose suicide 
rates have climbed the fastest: 
a retreat from family obliga¬ 
tions, from civic and religious 
participation, and from full-time 
paying work. The hard question 
facing 21st-century America is 
whether this retreat from com¬ 
munity can reverse itself, or 
whether an aging society deal¬ 
ing with structural unemploy¬ 
ment and declining birth and 
marriage rates is simply des¬ 
tined to leave more people dis¬ 
connected, anxious and alone. 
Right now, the pessimistic sce¬ 
nario seems more plausible. In 
an essay for The New Republic 
about the consequences of 
loneliness for public health, Ju¬ 
dith Shulevitz reports that one in 
three Americans over 45 iden¬ 
tifies as chronically lonely, up 
from just one in five a decade 
ago. “With baby boomers 
reaching retirement age at a 
rate of 10,000 a day," she notes, 
“the number of lonely Ameri¬ 
cans will surely spike.” 

There are public and private 
ways to manage this loneliness 
epidemic - through social work¬ 
ers, therapists, even pets. And 
the Internet, of course, promises 
endless forms of virtual commu¬ 
nity to replace or supplement 
the real. 

But all of these alternatives 
seem destined to leave certain 
basic human yearnings unad¬ 


dressed. 

For many people, the strongest 
forms of community are still 
the traditional ones - the kind 
forged by shared genes, shared 
memory, shared geography. 
And neither Facebook nor a life 
coach nor a well-meaning bu¬ 
reaucracy is likely to compen¬ 
sate for these forms' attenua¬ 
tion and decline. 

This point is illustrated, richly, in 
one of the best books of the 
spring. Rod Dreher's memoir, 
“The Little Way of Ruthie Lem- 
ing," an account of his sister's 
death from cancer at the age 
of 42. A journalist and author, 
Dreher had left their small Loui¬ 
siana hometown behind de¬ 
cades before and never imag¬ 
ined coming back. But watch¬ 
ing how the rural community 
rallied around his sister in her cri¬ 
sis, and how being rooted in a 
specific place carried her fam¬ 
ily through its drawn-out agony, 
inspired him to reconsider, and 
return. 

What makes “The Little Way” 
such an illuminating book, 
though, is that it doesn't just 
uncritically celebrate the form 
of community that its author 
rediscovered in his hometown. 
It also explains why he left in 
the first place: because being 
a bookish kid made him a tar¬ 
get for bullying, because his 
relationship with his father was 
oppressive, because he wasn't 
as comfortable as his sister in a 
world of traditions, obligations, 
rules. Because community can 
imprison as well as sustain, and 
sometimes it needs to be es¬ 
caped in order to be appreci¬ 
ated. In today's society, that es¬ 
cape is easier than ever before. 
And that's a great gift to many 
people: If you don't have much 
in common with your relatives 
and neighbors, if you're gay or 
a genius (or both), if you're sim¬ 
ply restless and footloose, the 
world can feel much less lonely 
than it would have in the past. 
Our society is often kinder to 
differences and eccentricities 
than past eras, and our econo¬ 
my rewards extraordinary talent 
more richly than ever before. 
The problem is that as it's grown 
easier to be remarkable and 
unusual, it's arguably grown 
harder to be ordinary. To be 
the kind of person who doesn't 
want to write his own life script, 
or invent her own idiosyncratic 
career path. To enjoy the sta¬ 
bility and comfort of inherited 
obligations and expectations, 
rather than constantly having 
to strike out on your own. To fol¬ 
low a “little way” rather than a 
path of great ambition. To be 
more like Ruthie Leming than 
her brother. 

Too often, and probably in¬ 
creasingly, not enough Ameri¬ 
cans will have what the Lem- 
ings had - a place that knew 
them intimately, a community 
to lean on, a strong network in 
a time of trial. 

Absent such blessings, it's all 
too understandable that some 
people enduring suffering and 
loneliness would end up looking 
not for help or support, but for a 
way to end it allQ

About two years ago, the folks 
at Google released a database 
of 5.2 million books published 
between 1500 and 2008. You 
can type a search word into 
the database and find out how 
frequently different words were 
used at different epochs. 

The database doesn't tell you 
how the words were used; it just 
tells you how frequently they 
were used. Still, results can re¬ 
veal interesting cultural shifts. 
For example, somebody typed 
the word "cocaine” into the 
search engine and found that 
the word was surprisingly com¬ 
mon in the Victorian era. Then 
it gradually declined during the 
20th century until around 1970, 
when usage skyrocketed. 

I'd like to tell a story about the 
last half-century, based on stud¬ 
ies done with this search en¬ 
gine. The first element in this sto¬ 
ry is rising individualism. A study 
by Jean M. Twenge, W. Keith 
Campbell and Brittany Gentile 
found that between 1960 and 
2008 individualistic words and 
phrases increasingly overshad¬ 
owed communal words and 
phrases. 

That is to say, over those 48 
years, words and phrases like 
"personalized," “self," “stand¬ 
out," “unique,” “I come first" 
and “I can do it myself” were 
used more frequently. Com¬ 
munal words and phrases like 
“community,” "collective,” 
"tribe,” “share,” “united,” 
“band together” and “com¬ 
mon good" receded. 


The second element of the 
story is demoralization. A study 
by Pelin Kesebir and Selin Kes- 
ebir found that general moral 
terms like "virtue,” “decency” 
and “conscience" were used 
less frequently over the course 
of the 20th century. Words asso¬ 
ciated with moral excellence, 
like “honesty," “patience” and 
“compassion” were used much 
less frequently. 

The Kesebirs identified 50 words 
associated with moral virtue 
and found that 74 percent 
were used less frequently as 
the century progressed. Certain 
types of virtues were especially 
hard hit. Usage of courage 
words like “bravery” and "forti¬ 
tude” fell by 66 percent. Usage 
of gratitude words like “thank¬ 
fulness” and “appreciation” 
dropped by 49 percent. Usage 
of humility words like “modesty" 
and “humbleness” dropped by 
52 percent. Usage of compas¬ 
sion words like “kindness” and 
“helpfulness” dropped by 56 
percent. Meanwhile, usage of 
words associated with the abil¬ 
ity to deliver, like “discipline” 
and “dependability” rose over 
the century, as did the usage 
of words associated with fair¬ 
ness. The Kesebirs point out that 
these sorts of virtues are most 
relevant to economic produc¬ 
tion and exchange. Daniel Klein 
of George Mason University has 
conducted one of the broadest 
studies with the Google search 
engine. He found further evi¬ 
dence of the two elements I've 
mentioned. On the subject of 
individualization, he found that 
the word “preferences” was 
barely used until about 1930, 
but usage has surged since. On 
the general subject of demoral¬ 
ization, he finds a long decline 
of usage in terms like "faith,” 
“wisdom," “ought,” “evil” and 
“prudence,” and a sharp rise in 
what you might call social sci¬ 
ence terms like "subjectivity,” 
“normative," “psychology” and 
“information.” 

Klein adds the third element to 
our story, which he calls “gov- 
ernmentalization.” Words hav¬ 
ing to do with experts have 
shown a steady rise. So have 


phrases like “run the country,” 
"economic justice," “national¬ 
ism," “priorities," “right-wing” 
and "left-wing.” The implication 
is that politics and government 
have become more prevalent. 
So the story I'd like to tell is this: 
Over the past half-century, so¬ 
ciety has become more indi¬ 
vidualistic. As it has become 
more individualistic, it has also 
become less morally aware, 
because social and moral fab¬ 
rics are inextricably linked. The 
atomization and demoraliza¬ 
tion of society have led to cer¬ 
tain forms of social breakdown, 
which government has tried to 
address, sometimes successfully 
and often impotently. 

This story, if true, should cause 
discomfort on right and left. 
Conservatives sometimes argue 
that if we could just reduce gov¬ 
ernment to the size it was back 
in, say, the 1950s, then Ameri¬ 
ca would be vibrant and free 
again. But the underlying sociol¬ 
ogy and moral culture is just not 
there anymore. Government 
could be smaller when the so¬ 
cial fabric was more tightly knit, 
but small government will have 
different and more cataclysmic 
effects today when it is not. 
Liberals sometimes argue that 
our main problems come from 
the top: a self-dealing elite, the 
oligarchic bankers. But the evi¬ 
dence suggests that individu¬ 
alism and demoralization are 
pervasive up and down society, 
and may be even more perva¬ 
sive at the bottom. Liberals also 
sometimes talk as if our prob¬ 
lems are fundamentally eco¬ 
nomic, and can be addressed 
politically, through redistribu¬ 
tion. But maybe the root of the 
problem is also cultural. The so¬ 
cial and moral trends swamp 
the proposed redistributive 
remedies. Evidence from crude 
data sets like these are prone 
to confirmation bias. People 
see patterns they already be¬ 
lieve in. Maybe I've done that 
here. But these gradual shifts in 
language reflect tectonic shifts 
in culture. We write less about 
community bonds and obliga¬ 
tions because they're less cen¬ 
tral to our lives. □ 
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I once worked for an old- 
school chef who claimed 
thaf everything sold better 
with the name “amandine” 
(or "almondine” as it was 
called, incorrectly, on the 
menu). 

And it's true. With many 
fish dishes, it's hard to go 
wrong with a sauce of 
browned butter, lemon 
and some kind of toasted 
nut - almonds, hazelnuts or 
pecans. Many a trout, sole 
or halibut steak has been 
enhanced in this crowd¬ 
pleasing way. Though it 
may seem trite, pedestrian 
or downright old-fashioned, 
when it's executed well, it 
can be awfully good. 

This time of year, with Ches¬ 
apeake soft-shell crabs in 
season, perhaps that's just 
the method to choose. 
Soft-shell fanatics would 
disagree. No sauce, some 
say, only lemon. One camp 
wants Old Bay seasoning 
(not me), while others insist 
there must be Tabasco. 
Well, to each his or her own. 
I’m not that dogmatic. I 
have eaten soft-shell crabs 
just about every way imag¬ 
inable: pan-fried, deep- 


fried, tempura-battered 
and grilled. I've had them 
on a bun, on top of spa¬ 
ghetti aglio e olio, even in 
gumbo. 

The most important thing 
with soft-shell crabs, of 
course, is that they be ut¬ 
terly spanking fresh and 
lively, still wiggling if pos¬ 
sible. You must buy them 
the day you plan to eat 


them, preferably from a re¬ 
liable fish merchant who re¬ 
ceived them that morning. 
They begin to deteriorate 
rapidly, so it's important to 
keep them on ice, because 


there's nothing worse than 
a crab that's gone off. OK, 
perhaps there are worse 
things, but if you can’t get 
perfectly fresh soft-shells, 
it's better to buy frozen or 
forgo them altogether. 

For the sweet first crabs of 
the season, I like to keep it 
quite simple, searing them 
quickly in a cast-iron pan, 
with butter, salt and pep¬ 


per. After a few rounds of 
such purity, I usually think 
it's time to branch out a bit 
and introduce other flavors. 
The other day, from out 
of the past, the aroma of 


buttery toasted almonds 
seemed to waft through 
my mind, along with lots 
of parsley and lemon. I 
nearly succumbed, but the 
memory somehow inspired 
a slight twist. How about 
preserved lemon instead of 
regular lemon, and why not 
use chopped cilantro, too? 
With pinches of cumin, co¬ 
riander and cayenne, my 
soft-shells were now acquir¬ 
ing quite a different profile, 
not very Yankee at all, but 
there was no turning back. 
SOFT-SHELL CRAB WITH PRE¬ 
SERVED LEMON AND AL¬ 
MONDS 

Time: 30 minutes 
Yield: 4 servings 
(Note: Cleaning crabs 

involves cutting off the 
mouth and eyes and re¬ 
moving the gills and apron. 
Your fishmonger can do this 
for you.) 

1/2 cup all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon ground cumin 

1 teaspoon ground corian¬ 
der 

1/8 teaspoon cayenne 

2 teaspoons paprika 

1 teaspoon salt, plus more 
for seasoning 

4 soft-shell crabs, cleaned 
with gills and apron re¬ 
moved (see note) 


8 tablespoons (1/4 pound) 
butter, melted 

1 /2 cup sliced almonds 

2 tablespoons diced pre¬ 
served lemon 

2 tablespoons chopped ci¬ 
lantro 

Lemon wedges, for serving 

1. Season the flour for 
dredging: mix together 
flour, cumin, coriander, 
cayenne, paprika and salt 
in a shallow bowl. Quickly 
dip both sides of the crabs 
in flour mixture and shake 
off excess. 

2. Put 4 tablespoons melt¬ 
ed butter in a large, wide 
cast-iron skillet over medi¬ 
um-high heat. When butter 
is hot, carefully put in the 
crabs, top side down. Cook 
for about 2 minutes per 
side, until well crisped and 
cooked through. Remove 
crabs to a warmed platter. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. 

3. Add 4 more tablespoons 
melted butter to pan and 
add sliced almonds. Stir to 
coat and cook until lightly 
browned, 1 to 2 minutes. 
Add preserved lemon and 
cilantro and turn off heat. 

4. Spoon butter sauce 
over crabs, surround with 
lemon wedges and serve 
immediately.Q
